Under earlier plans, an under- 
ground garage accomodating 
about 700 cars was to have been 
constructed. 

Saving on Concrete Roof. 

Hartzog said under revised 
plans construction costs would 
be reduced by about $1000 per 
car. The difference is principally 
due to eliminiation of the con- 
crete slab needed for roofing 
the underground struct"re, he 
said, 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, in 
reviewing the new plans with 
Hartzog, said it would now be 
feasible to build the parking fa- 
cility with revenue bonds and 
$300,000 in revenues derived from 
operation of the temporary park- 
ing lot on the riverfront. 

He had expressed doubt 
earlier that the underground ga- 
rage could be built because of 
its high cost. 

Although the parking lot will 
be open, 
from the memorial area, Hert- 
zog noted, The 18-foot embank- 
ment, plus shrubbery to be 
planted along its edge, will keep 
the lot hidden from view, he 
said. 

Contracts This Summer. 


Mayor Tucker also said that if 
the $9,500,000 budget request for 
the Memorial now pending before 
Congress is approved, construc- 
tion contracts can be awarded 
this summer, thus insuring com- 
pletion of major features of the 
memorial by 1964. 

Hartzog has reported that gen- 
eral plans for the underground 
visitors’ center, the Saarinen 
Arch passageways and ramp sys- 
tems and the north river over- 
look, have been approved by the 
National Park Service, the Mayor 
said, 

Approval of these plans, and 
earlier approval of the transpor- 
tation systems to take visitors 
to the top of the arch, have 
cleared the way for Architect 
Eero Saarinen to proceed with 
final working drawings and de- 
tailed specifications. 

Mill Creek Groundbreaking. 


On another matter, Mayor 
Tucker announced that. ground- 
breaking ceremonies for the first 
residential construction in the 
Mill Creek urban renewal area 
would be at 2 p.m.

PRESIDENT GETS 
RUSSELL’S IDEAS 
UN DEFENSE GOST 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (UPI) 
—President Kennedy conferred 
today with Senator Richard B 
Russell on the Administration's 
new defense policies which re- 
portedly will call for a $2,100.- 
000,000 increase in the present 
defense budget. 

The Georgia Democrat, chair- 
man of the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, said afterwards 
“I don’t -think it would be pos- 
sible, of course, to increase the 
strength of our defenses without 
an increase in spending.” 

Russell spent an hour at the 
White House along with Vice 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
and.Allen W. Dulles, director of 
the Central Intelligence Agency 

He told reporters the talk in- 
volved a “good many recom- 
mendations” which have been 
submitted to Mr. Kennedy, in- 
cluding “‘plans and programs of 
- the Defense Department.”’ 

Russell declined to say wheth- 
er the group discussed a pos- 
sible increase in the $41,800,- 
000,000 defense budget proposed 
by former President Eisenhower 
for the fiscal year which begins 
July 1. This is the largest Unit- 
ed States defense budget in 
peacetime history. 

Senator, however, said he 
did@ft think the American people 
woutd mind spending money for 
natsanal defense as long as they 
“belfeve they are getting value 
for ‘the dollar.” 

‘“‘Beople generally fee] that na- 
tiong] defense is in the nature of 
an fsurance policy,” he added.

$131,800 PROFIT 
IN SOIL BANK

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (UPI) 
Senator John J. Williams 
(Rep.), Delaware, told the Sen- 
ate today that a group of Colo- 
radoans reaped windfall profits 
of $131,800 plus a debt free 6960- 
acre ranch by turning the soil 
bank program into a racket. 


Williams named Robert W. | 
Baughman and Wayne E. Tall- 
man as participants. He said 
the chairman and the office 
manager of the Kiowa County 
Agrculture Stabizaton and Con- 
servaton Committee also were 
involved. | 


Williams summarized the 
transaction this way: 

“On Feb. 25, 1957, Tallman 
bought 6960 acres of land for 
$139,200. Within 30 days enough 
of this same tract ef land had 
been leased to the Government 
under a scheme whereby Tall- | 
man, as the owner, would collect 
indirectly from the United States 
Government over the next 10- 
year period $271,000, or $131,800 


more than he paid for the en- | 


tire $960-acre ranch. At the end 
of this 10-year period he will 
have $131,800 in cash profit, | 
plus a 6960-acre ranch, all paid 
for by the American taxpayer.” 

Williams said the $5000 limita- | 
tion Congress placed on pay- 
ments to any one farmer un | 
der the soil bank “proved to’ 
be no obstacle.” 


The Senator said Tallman 
broke the farm into small units, | 
leased them to different tenants, 
and then had them put the land 
in the soil bank. The tenants, | 
in turn, turned the money over 
to Tallman as the cash rental. 

“But,”’ Williams said, “before | 
buying the property, he wanted | 
to make sure his scheme would | 
work . .”’ Tallman outhined 
the plan to the Kiowa county | 
A.S.C. committee, Williams | 
said, and received assurances | 
the Government would accept | 
the land under soil bank lease |

riod, with the money going to | 
either Tallman or his tenants. | 

“This would mean that the | 
Government would be paying $70 | 
per acre over the next 10 years | 
not to cultivate the same land | 
which he was then in the process | 
of buying for $20 per acre,” Wil- 
liams said.

Kennedy Having Harder Time 
Than Lincoln Had on School Aid

WASHINGT WN Feb. 25—There 
is something in the Washington 
air, some combination of cigar 
smoke. hot air and fog, that 
perpetuates the growth of silly 
and even preposterous ideas. 
To this dim and boozy atmos- 
phere, .normally sensible men 
acquire the habit of accepting 
as fact ideas that have long 
since ceased to be true or in 
some cases never were true 
Take the popular idea, now at 
the heart of the controversy 
over President Kennedy's edu- 
cation bill, that there is some- 
thing wicked and un-American 
in federal aid to education 
Where did this idea come 
from? Certainly not from any 
careful study of American his- 
tory. It is true of course, and 
wise, that public education has 
developed in this country as the 
primary responsibility of the 
state and local governments, 
free of federal control. But even 
in its infancy the Federal Gov- 
ernment was operating educa- 
tional programs of its own and 
aiding the states and territories 
in financing and promoting edu- 
cation. 
Land for School Endowment. 
In 1777 the Federal Govern- 
ment was schooling its soldiers 
in “mathematics. In 1785 the 
Congress of the Confederation 
reserved one section of every 
township in the western terri- 
tory for the endowment of 
schools within that township. 
Two years later, in providing 


for the government of the North- | 


west Territory, Congress de- 
clared that “religion, morality 
and knowledge being necessary 
to good government and the hap- 
piness of mankind, schools and 
the means of education shall for- 
ever be encouraged “4 

Washington. Hamilton and Jef- 
ferson all either im- 
plied that the ‘‘general wel “3 
clause of the Constitution 
tioned federal financial 
education. 

‘*There is nothing more deserv- 
ing your patronage than the pro- 
motion of science and litera- 
ture,”” Washington said in his 
first annual address to Congress. 

In his report of manufactures 
1791, Hamilton observed that 
whatever concerned the general 
interest of learning was within 
the federal jurisdiction ‘‘as far 
as»regards an application of 
money.”’ Jefferson, who was not 
known for enlarging the powers 
of the central government,. de- 
clared that Congress could ap- 
propriate public lands for the 
support of education. 

le .i¢ interesting now to hear 
Congressmen from Ohio con- 
demning the principle of federal 
aid, especially since Ohio was 
the first to benefit from a con- 
gressional grant of public land 
for schools when it was admitted 
to the Union in 1802. 

Land Grant Colleges. 

We are now approaching the 
centenary of the land grant coi- 
leges. The Merrill Act of 1862, 
signed by President Lincoln, set 
aside for the endowment and 
support of colleges grants of fed- 
eral land amounting to 30,000 
acres for each Senator and Rep- 
resentative of each state. This 
was the basis of the state univer- 
sities and colleges, 68 of which

WAR IN RHODESIA =: 


LONDON, Feb. 25 (UPI) 
Prime Minister Macmillan today 
opened a series of weekend con 
ferences with his colonial and 
commonwealth ministers, seck 
ing a formula to avert possible 
civil war in Rhodesia. 

Macmillan was seeking so 
basis for compromise that might 
meet white and Negro objections 
to the new constitution for 
Northern Rhodesia proposed in 
Parliament this week by colonial 
secretary lain Macleod. 

White leaders in the Central 
African Federation, comprising 
Northern and Southern Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland, complained that 
the draft constitution gave the 
Negroes too much power. Native 
leaders asserted that it did not 
give them enough. 

North Rhodesian tribal chief- 
tains, who wield considerable in- 
fluence, agreed to accept the 
constitution. ‘“‘as an interim 
measure,”’ and it appeared they 
might be able to persuade Negro 
extremists to try it. 

Macmillan and his aids hoped 
they would be able to persuade 
white leaders, notably federal 
Prime Minister Sir Roy Welen 
sky, to discuss the proposed 
charter. 

Their. problem was to find 
gome approach which would en- 
able Welensky to modify his op- 
position to the constitution with- 
out weakening his government. 
He has only a slim majority over 
the rightist Dominion party, 
which wants to exclude African 
Negroes from the government 
entirely. 

3oth ~Welensky and Negro 
leaders have demanded a new 
conference on the North 
Rhodesian constitution, extend- 
ing the talks that ended in Lon- 
don a week ago. 

It was not certain immediately 
whether further talks would be 
held here or in Lusaka, the 
Northern Rhodesian capital. 

Welensky has recalled thovu- 
sands of reservists to active duty 
in the federation and alerted 
thousands more for possible ac- 
tion. 

Reports from Chirundu, on the 
border, said at least 60 covered 
military trucks and jeeps had 
crossed from Southern into 
Northern Rhodesia last week. 
The contents of the trucks were 
unknown. 

Northern Rhodesian officials 
denied that there had been any 
troop movements across the 
border.

He also announced his intention 
to appoint Mrs. Glays Avery Til- 
lett, Charlotte, N.C., as United 
States representative on the 
United Nations commission on 
the status of women and also as 
an alternate delegate to the U.N. 
General Assembly convening 
next fall, 

Mr. Kennedy also announced 
that he has chosen J. Graham 
Parsons, Assistant Secretary of 
State for Far Eastern affairs, to 
succeed James Bonbright as 
United States Ambassador to 
Sweden. 

The President announced he 
would appoint U. Alexis Johnson, 
ambassador to Thailand, as As- 
sistant Secretary of State for Far 
Eastern affairs, replacing Par- 
sons. 

Haworth, 56 years old, is a 
native of Flint, Mich., now living 
in Port Jefferson, N.Y., He has 
been director of the Brookhaven 
Laboratory since 1948, after hav- 
ing taught in the field of science 
most of his life. 

He was an associate in physics 


at the University of Iilinois until | 


he took leave in World War Il 
to do research with the Massa- 


chusetts Institute of Technology’s | 


radiation laboratory. He went 
back the University of Illinois as 
'a physics professor from 1945 to 
1947. 

His appointment completes the 
five-member AEC. The position 
pays $22,000 a year.

NO PROOF IN CUBA 
Ur REBLL LANDINGS 


HAVANA, Feb. 25 (AP)—In- 
surgents in increasing numbers 
are acuve in Urenté province's 
mountains but m st. if not all. 
appear to be defectors from 
Prime Minister Castro's recin 
rather than arrivals fro: 
abroad. 

Qualified observers who toured 
Oriente, Cuba's easternmost pro- 
vince, reported today they found 
no direct confirmation of reports 
widely circulated in Cuba of 
landings by rebels in several 
areas of eastern Cuba 

The observers re ported they 
learned reliably that up to 600 
opposition men had fled into the 
hills between Baracoa on the 
northern coast and Guantanamo 
on the southern coast to fight 
the Castro regime. 

A survey lasting several days 
failed to produce a single direct 
confirmation of reported landings 
in the Baracoa area or in the 
La Plata-Pilon region on the 
southern coast. Landings in these 


'areas have been widely rumored 


since early February. 

The survey did produce proof 
in the form of conversations 
with relatives of rebels and Cuban 
officals that ther is steadily in- 
creasing ihsurgent activity in 
Oriente which may in some time 
grow into an opposition ‘‘second 
front.” 

The observers confirmed that 
considerable numbers of Castro 
militiamen an dtroops have been 
dispatched into the area midway 
between Baracoa and Guantan- 
amo because of insurgent activ- 
ity. 

The government, meanwhile, 
maintained silence on progress 
of its cleanup effort against a 
main concentration of rebels in 
the Escambray mountains of 
south-central Cuba. 

The “liberation army” radio 
from somewhere outside Cuba 
said the insurgents made a “‘suc- 
cessful attack’’ on militia posi- 
tions ringing the Escambrays 
The broadcasts said rebels used 
only bayonets and commando 
knives to avoid alerting the mili- 
tiamen held in reserve.

held a mass. demonstration in 


| front of the White House today 


to protest against this country’s 
Cuba policy. About 30 anti-Castro 
Cubans showed up to picket the 
picketers.

Kennedy Taking Over Personal 
Of Making Foreign Policy, 


Reorganizing National 
Security Council to Re- 


vitalize Planning and 


Operations Functions.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25. 


BY ABOLISHING the Operations Co- 
ordinating Board of the National Security 
Council, President Kennedy demonstrated 
this week he intends to supervise personally 
the major implementations of foreign 
policy. 

His action departs radically from the 
concept former President Eisenhower and 
his advisers had of the NSC, the highest pol- 
icy advisory group in government. 

Eisenhower, from his army experience, 
set up a military chain of command, in- 
sisting On unanimous recommendations 
from his policy planners and relying on 
unquestioning compliance with his formal 
orders. 

The Eisenhower Council was a modifica- 
tion of the original recommendations by 
former Secretary of Defense James For- 
restal for establishment of a top-level pol- 
icy advisory group and a world-wide intelli- 
gence organization under the 1947 National 
Security Act. Forrestal modeled his ideas 
on the British Imperial War Council initi- 
ated by Lord Milner after the Boer war. 


THE FORRESTAL and Eisenhower aims 
for the NSC and the Central Intelligence 
Agency were for methodical organizations, 
staffed wherever possible by government 
career officials who would accumulate a 
great mass of information about foreign 
nations, evaluate it and then make recom- 
mendations to the President and his Cabi- 
net for policy guidance. Under this arrange- 
ment, there would be an operations agency 
to see that, once a policy was decided, it 
would be mohitored for uniform action 
down through the government. 


Mr. Kennedy, whose working habits 
and temperament are different from those 
of Gen. Eisenhower, is revamping both 
the policy-planning and the operations 
sides of the NSC. He is willing to decide 
personally the controversial issues 
brought to him by his experts and to put 
responsibility for the execution of his 
directives on a single official, instead of 
® group or committee. He has, however, 
retained Allen W. Dulles, once an active 
Republican worker, as director of Central 
Intelligence. 


The appointment of McGeorge Bundy, 
41 years old, as the President’s special 
assistant for national security affairs, re- 
placing Gordon Gray, was typical of the 
shake-up now revitalizing NSC. Likewise, 
the appointment of Walt W. Rostow, 44, 
as Bundy’s deputy, guaranteed that bold 
and provocative ideas will be studied by 
a revised, and probably reduced, policy- 
planning staff. 

In his State of the Union address, the 
Chief Executive said that while he had 
found the executive branch full of honest 
and useful public servants, ‘‘their capacity 
to act decisively at the exact time action 
is needed has too often been muffled in a 
morass of committees, timidities and ficti- 
tious theories which have created a grow- 
ing gap between planning and reality.” 


ANNOUNCING that he would change 
things, Mr. Kennedy pledged himself and 
his Cabinet to encouraging initiative, re- 
sponsibility and energy in service to the 
public interest. 


“Let it be clear,” he emphasized, “‘that 
this Administration recognizes the value 
of daring and dissent—that we greet 
healthy controversy as the hallmark of 
healthy change.” 


For his foreign-policy planning guidance 
and for implementing his policy de¢isions, 
the President has gathered around him an 
impressive array of experience and brains. 


SITTING with him at the NSC sessions 
will be State Secretary Dean Rusk, former 
president of the Rockefeller Foundation; 
Treasury Secretary C. Douglas Dillon, 
under secretary of state in the Eisenhower 
Administration, and Defense Secretary Rob- 
ert S. McNamara, Other statutory members 
of the group are Vice President Lyndon B. 
Johnson and Director Frank B. Ellis of 
the Office of Civil and Defense Mobiliza- 
tion. Ellis, a New Orleans lawyer with 
connections in the oil industry, was Candi- 
date Kennedy’s campaign manager in Lou- 
isiana. He, like his predecessor, Leo A. 
Hoegh, is expected to confine his interests 
to the domestic aspects of foreign policy 
and national defense. 


Others who will attend the Counci] meet- 
. Ings, besides Bundy and Dulles, are United 
Nations Ambassador Adlai E. Stevenson, 
Roving Ambassador W. Averell Harriman, 
International Co-operation Director Henry 
R. Labouisse, Information Agency Director 
Edward R. Murrow, and Gen. Lyman L. 
Lemnitzer, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. 

Under the Kennedy-Bundy direction, the 
NSC meetings are expected to expand or 
contract, depending on the subjects on the 
agenda. There is a probability. that the 


large weekly sessions of the Eisenhower 


and Truman Administrations, with their 
30 or so attendants, will be abandoned. The 
current thought is for a smaller group, lim- 
ited to major topics, with fewer ‘‘watchers.” 


THE SIZE of the senior policy group is 


still in the discussion stage, with the pros- 


pect that the permanent White House staff, 
with members mostly detailed from the 
State, Treasury and Defense Departments, 
will be reduced. 

Instead of the organized group, more 
reliance will be placed on temporary task 
‘forces for reporting on current and foresee-

THOSE AVAILABLE for less permanent 
tenures are: Former State Secretary Dean 
Acheson, who is heading a working group 
on NATO subjects; former Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Adolf Berle, who is doing a 
‘similar study on Latin American problems; 
John J. McCloy, disarmament; Arthur H. 
Dean, nuclear negotiations, and former De- 
fense Secretary Robert A. Lovett, highesi- 
level immediate problems. 

These advisers will not be—as has been 
reported—President Kennedy’s Harry Hop- 
kinses or Col. Houses. Rather, they will 
work out programs which, when adopted 
by the NSC and the President, will be car- 
ried out through regular diplomatic chan- 
nels and established executive departments 
and agencies. 

Under the Truman-Eisenhower chain of 
command, the monitoring or following up 
on adopted policies would be the duty of 
the Operations Co-ordination Board. Under 
Truman, Sidney W. Souers of St. Louis, 
then assistant for national security affairs, 
supervised the senior planning staff and 
checked on the distribution and execution 
of policy papers. Under Eisenhower, Gray 
was head of both the planning staff and 
the OCB, which was created by executive 
order in 1957. 

The 1957 order conferred no authority on 
the members of OCB. The executive officer 
at the time of the board’s abolition was 
Bromley Smith, a former career diplomat 
who gave up his State Department foreign 
service status to take the White House po- 
sition. One of the ablest NSC officials, he 
has been retained by the Kennedy Adminis- 
tration, primarily because of his knowl- 
edge of the entire NSC organization and its 
personnel.

WITH THE strong backing of the Ken- 
nedy Administration, congressional liberals 
have begun a new effort to secure federal 
help for those parts of the country in which 
hard times are a chronic condition.

St. Louis, Civil War Prize 

For the next four years, we will 
be observing the events and con- 
flicts of the Civil War. 

I have been wondering to what 
extent St. Louis will participate. 

It is my contention that the 
events that happened in St. Louis 
during the early days prior to the 
actual firing upon Fort Sumter 
eventually determined the outcome 
of the war. 

St. Louis in those days was a 
military position of great value to 
both the Union and the Confeder- 
acy. It had been recognized for 
more than a half century as the 
strongest fortified city in North 
America. There had even been 
some notions a few years before 
to move the capital of the United 
States to St. Louis because of its 
central location and the powerful 
military protection afforded by the 
installations at the St. Louis Arse- 
nal and Jefferson Barracks. 

These two installations alone 
were recognized as the key to the 
outcome of the struggle between 
the states. And thus it was that it 
became known that a scheme had 
been made between Confederate 
Gen. D. M. Frost and Confederate 
sympathizer Gov. Claiborne F., 
Jackson to take over the St. Louis 
Arsenal which was then command- 
ed by a Confederate sympathizer. 

Capture of the Arsenal was the 
decisive victory of the entire Civil 
War. It was accomplished by 
about 200 soldiers under Capt. Al- 
bert Tracy from Jefferson Bar- 
racks, They were dispatched to 
the Arsenal before daylight on the 
morning of Feb. 16. They entered 
the high stone walls of the installa- 
tion from the riverfront side, and 
within minutes had complete con- 
trol of the huge installation with- 
out a single shot being fired. Each 
soldier had been sent on the mis- 
sion fully equipped to do battle if 
the occasion demanded. 

This daring action retained for 
the Union forces 60,000 rifles, 1,500,- 
000 cartridges, 90,000 pounds of 
gunpowder, a number of artillery 
pieces, rockets, and military ma- 
chinery and appliances of great 
value; besides $400,000 in gold. 

Is it because the people of St. 
Louis are too busy with other di- 
versions to take the time and pa- 
tience to recall those men of the 
blue and gray who took almost five 
years of their time a century ago 
to fight for the cause they thought 
was right? 

This is a big show our country 
is producing during these next four 
years. Come on, St. Louis, let's 
get into the act. William Alden

Thirty-six Days 

The Kennedy Administration has completed 
a little more than a third of its first 100 days, 
a period in which some pre-inauguration com- 
mentators foresaw a series of startling new 
governmental actions. This has not happened; 
rather, the spectacular has been conspicuous 
by its absence. What has occurred, however, 
and it is no small accomplishment, is that the 
nation and the world have been made aware 
of a new competence in Washington, a new 
determination to assert leadership and move 
forward. 

The Administration entered the crippling 
airlines strike promptly and produced a for- 
mula to end it, just as it entered the strike 
of railroad ferrymen in New York City with 
satisfying results. Without any fanfare it insti- 


tuted a new policy in Laos, advocating a neu- . 


tralist rather than a western-oriented regime 
and backing a plan to assign a key role to 
Laos’s neighbors. It used diplomatic initiative 
in the United Nations to help work out a 
Congo program that won wide support among 
Asians and Africans and which the Soviet 
Union did not veto. 


President Kennedy’s immediate overall ob- 
jective in the first few weeks has been to get 
a grip on the reins of government, reassure 
those who were fearful of his youth and rela- 
tive inexperience, and win the backing of a 
larger section of the population than sup- 
ported him in the election. The close margin 
with which he must work was confirmed in 
the five-vote majority by which he won the 
fight to liberalize the House Rules Commit- 
tee. His congressional opposition is resource- 
ful and undaunted, as is illustrated by the 
guerrilla warfare Chairman Smith of the Rules 
Committee is conducting against Speaker 
Rayburn.

Mr. Kennedy’s first major domestic activ- 
ity was the redemption of a campaign pledge 
to deal with the recession. It was his func- 
tion, he said, to concern himself with the 
unemployed, He instituted a pilot project of 
issuing food stamps to needy families in six 
large areas of unemployment, and set in mo- 
tion proposals to expand unemployment bene- 
fits and pay GI life insurance dividends 
ahead of schedule. These were rather mild, 
as were proposals for longer-range economic 
expansion. But they constituted a sort of 
probing action aimed at relieving distress 
while avoiding at this time anti-recession 
moves more drastic than may turn out.to be 
warranted. He also moved cautiously to stanch 
the drain on United States gold reserves and 
to persuade this country’s allies, particularly 
West Germany, to contribute more to foreign 
aid. |

Congress has thus far done very little, 
which has caused a show of impatience in 
Washington but which is more or less stand- 
ard procedure. There is unquestionably a dis- 
position to wait and see whether the country 
rallies behind Mr. Kennedy, and to what 
extent. Having served in both houses of Con- 
gress, Mr. Kennedy is well aware of this 
attitude and is attempting to deal with it 
intelligently. No great spurt of action at the 
Capitol is expected before the Easter recess. 
Then Congress will go home to find out what 
the voters are thinking. What the members 
learn will determine the course of the Presi- 
dent’s relations with Congress this year. 


Most evaluations of President Kennedy’s 
first five weeks in office will ultimately have 
to be predicated on his incredibly small victory 
margin. Campaign promises that might have 
been put into effect within a few months 
with a landslide victory now will require time 
and hard work; there are bound to be dis- 
appointments. Mr. Kennedy has already estab- 
lished himself as President; he has moved in 
diverse ways to win the country’s confidence; 
he has proceeded cautiously but in the right 
direction, not without mistakes but on the 
whole with keen political insight. He has 
handled himself well in this initial period of 
jockeying for political advantage.

The End in Algeria? 


Future historians may find it difficult to 
fix a date for the end of the Algerian war 
but they well may settle on Feb. 27, 1961, 
the day set for the meeting of President 
Habib Bourguiba of Tunisia and Gen. De 
Gaulle—and perhaps also a secret meeting of 
the French President and a responsible leader 
of the F.L.N. rebels. 


That the meeting with Bourguiba has been 
announced is taken in Paris as a sign that his 
efforts as a go-between for the Algerians and 
the French government have met with meas- 
urable success. His minister of information, 
Mohammed Masmoudi, has been in the 

* French capital for some time not only making 
it clear that the Tunisian President.is a 
“friendly buffer,” rather than a negotiator, 

. but also sounding out French opinion, official 


and unofficial. There is hope that the talks ° 


starting Monday wiil lead to an early truce, 
si:ned or unsigned.

Funny Like Foxes 


“Aren't we the funny ones?” asks the Du 
Pont company’s Dyes and Chemicals Division, 
in a pamphlet currently being circulated in 
the interest of higher tariffs. The pamphlet 
is one of those slick, cute jobs of propaganda- 
in-pictures which opinion engineers like to 
put out as a substitute for thought. It tells 
how the sturdy, hard-working American in- 
creased his standard of living by becoming 
more efficient while enjoying the \venefice 1t 
protection of high tariffs. Then, so the story 
goes, Americans became “funny ones.” At 
about this point the thinking reader will be- 
gin answering back, thus: 


Pamphlet: “After the war we spent bil- 
lions of tax dollars building modern plants 
for former allies and enemies. We taught 
them how to run those factories and‘sell their 
products even in the U.S. We Are Funny.” 


Thinking Reader: “We would have been a 
good deal funnier if we had left the Western 
world in economic ruins and thereby allowed 
it to fall to Communism.” 


Pamphlet: “In addition, we reduced tariffs 
until today they average only 5 per cent. We 
really are funny.” 

Reader: “Yes, so funny that even with a 
recession in the latter part of 1960 our gross 
national product last year was the highest 
ever, more than 500 billion dollars. The ex- 
pansion of world trade has enabled us to 
xport more than 5 billion dollars in excess 
of our imports.” 


Pamphlet: “Aren’t We the Funny Ones?” 

Reader: “We would be funnier still if, in- 
stead of meeting foreign competition in the 
fighting American way, we hid behind a pro- 
tectionist wall and permitted higher tariffs 
to increase the cost of imports, thereby re- 
ducing the world’s capacity to buy our ex- 
ports, thereby reducing our gross national 
product, thereby cutting the prosperity po- 
tential of everybody.” 

There is no question that extreme wage 
differentials, lagging efficiency in older 
American plants, or other special circum- 
stances do create economic difficulties for 
certain industries faced with increasingly 
vigorous foreign competition. But the answer 
is not to eliminate the competition or to 
shrink the volume of world trade. It is to 
cope courageously with the specific problems 
of those specific industries, while maintaining 
an over-all national policy of low trade bar- 
riers and expanding world trade.

Replacement for Mr. Bicks 


The departure of Robert A. Bicks from his 
post as the government’s chief trustbuster 
took place amid a singular quiet. Mr. Bicks 
had a splendid record, including the success- 
ful prosecution of the big electrical concerns 
for price-fixing. Attorney General Kennedy 
has written an article for Life magazine on 
this case, which he calls a “reflection on all 
of us,” without once mentioning the name of 
Mr. Bicks. 

Although nominated by President Eisen- 
hower, Mr. Bicks was never confirmed: the 
main barrier apparently was the opposition 
of Senator Eastland of Mississippi, chairman 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee. Mr. Bicks 
served nevertheless in an acting capacity un- 
til Jan. 20. 

Mr. Bicks’s record entitled him to continue 
in the job, but instead President Kennedy has 
appointed Justice Lee Loevinger of the Min- 
nesota Supreme Court. Justice Loevinger has 
spent many yeafs in the antitrust field and 
worked for the Department of Justice anti- 
trust division from 1941 to 1946; he may 
prove to be well qualified. But there has 
been no explanation of why Mr. Bicks was 
dropped. Why not? Did Senator Eastland 
and his colleague make clear they would 
never confirm him? 

The intentions of President Kennedy and 
his brother, Attorney General Robert Ken- 
nedy, with respect to vigorous enforcement 
of the antitrust laws will become clear in 
time. Justice Loevinger may do an outstand- 
ing job—his zeal and ability could even ex- 
ceed that of Mr. Bicks. But even so, Mr. 
Bicks’s friends, members of both parties, 
will regret that he could not be rewarded 
for work well done. 


The Vigorous Life 


Theodore Roosevelt extolled the strenuous 
hfe. In a Washington address on physical 
fitness, President Kennedy spoke of a vig- 
orous life. Devotees of inertia may suspect 
that here is a distinction without a differ- 
ence, but history indicates otherwise.

It is exciting to be back in the 
United States at this moment, when a 
new Administration is getting into its 
stride. And it is all the more exciting 
if one has been spending part of the 
last two years in watching the prog- 
ress of the missionary war between 
America and Russia in some of the 
countries of Asia. 

Mr. Kennedy has lost no time in 
setting things in motion on the foreign 
front. One of his projects in this field 
is to create a new 
form of fepresen- 
tation for America 
abroad. He is pro- 
of posing to recruit 
a corps of sin- 
gle- minded young 
Americans who 
will be prepared to 
forego the present-day United Siates 
material standard of living-—-who will 
be prepared, in fact, to live more or 
less like the natives of the foreign 
country in which they are posted, 
whether that country happens to be 
Germany or Britain or India or Ni- 
geria. In launching this project, the 
President has hit bull’s-eye at the 
first shot—at least so it seems if one 
has been doing some first-hand obser- 
vation in some of the theaters of the 
present Russo-United States mission- 
ary war. 

Since military warfare means self- 
annihilation in the atomic age, it is 
likely that the Russo-United States 
competition for world power will con- 
tinue to-be carried on by missionary 
instead of military activities on both 
sides. In any event, missionary ac- 
tivities are likely to be more impor- 
tant in our time than they have ever 
been since ‘the propagatjon of the 
world’s great missionary religions. It 
is therefore essential for the Western 
world as a whole that in this mission- 
ary warfare the West should hold 
its own. 


The Symbol of the PX 


In this connection the West means, 
in effect, the United States, since the 
United States is the key Western coun- 
try today in this field, as in almost 
every other. Therefore it has been 
alarming to see America getting the 
worst of it lately in a competition with 
Russia which is likely to be so de- 
cisive for the destinies of the West 
and of the world. 

The cause of America’s comparative 
ill-success in the political missionary 
field is not obscure. It is the self- 
insulation of America’s representatives 
abroad by two inter-related features of 
American life. One of these is the 
abnormally high standard of living of 
the American people; the other is the 
United States expatriate’s home-sick- 
ness, abroad. Both things together 
raise a formidable barrier between 
Americans abroad and the natives of 
the country in which, and for which, 
they are working. ; 

The symbol of their self-insulation

is the PX—the American Government .

whose. good will they have been com- 
missioned to win. : 

If the Americans had asked the Rus- 
sians to invent handicaps for America 
in the missionary war, the PX is the 
very thing the Russians would have 
proposed. 

The adverse balance of payments 
that has recently overtaken the United 
States has provoked some official 
measures and unofficial proposals that 
would have had the unfortunate effect 
of adding to the already heavy handi- 
cap under which America is at present 
waging her missionary war. The out- 
going Administration in Washington 
decreed that the wives and children 
of Americans posted abroad should be 
recalled in large numbers. This de- 
cree would have saved the United 
States a certain amount of foreign ex- 
change at the serious political price 
of increasing her representatives’ 
homesickness. There is no need to be 
American to be overcome by home- 
sickness when parted from. one’s 
family. 

There has been an unofficial sug- 
gestion for saving further foreign ex- 
change by instructing Americans post- 
ed abroad to buy American exclu- 
sively. But the authors of the pro- 
posal have overlooked the far more 


_ important political fact that the effect 


would be to increase the insulation of 
the exnatriated Americans, and to ac- 
centuate America’s unpopularity. 

By contfast, President Kennedy’s 
plan for recruiting a corps of plain- 
living Americans for’ foreign service 
will have the twofold advantage of 
lowering the present psychological 
barrier while incidentally saving some

foreign exchange as well. The Presi- 
dent’s recruits will be lay counter- 
parts of the nineteenth century Ameri- 
can religious missionaries who were 
America’s pioneer representatives in 
foreign parts. These missionaries 
have been as admirable representa- 
tives as any country could have. They 
have sacrificed comfort and prosperity 
at home to serve a great cause 
abroad. They are representatives of 
whom America may be proud, and 
they have set an American example 
for President Kennedy’s lay missi0n- 
aries to live up to. 

What is at stake in this planned 
return to an older American standard 
and American spirit? If President 
Kennedy's plan works successfully it 
will give America a chance to capture 
her birthright—nothing less than the 
leadership of the world revolution that 
she started in April 1776 when her 
embattled farmers “fired the shot 
heard round the world.” 


Fair-Deal Revolution 


This world revolution, now in full 
swing, is the greatest of all the non- 
religious revolutions since the dawn of 
civilization, and this too is a religious 
revolution in a sense. It is, at any 
rate, a revolution with a spiritual ob- 
jective. Its aim is to bring the bene- 
fits of civilization to the majority ‘of 
the human race that has had no share 
in these benefits so far. 

This is a splendid revolution; and it 
was America who set it going nearly 
200 years ago. America is the rightful 
and natural leader of this great move- 
ment for giving a fair deal to the 
common man. The common man’ is 
not a North American or a West Euro- 
pean man; he is an Asian, African 
and Latin American man. The de- 
pressed population of these other con- 
tinents amounts, in the aggregate, to 
a great majority of the human race, 

Today the whole world is expectant. 
It is awaiting a presidential message 
to the whole of mankind, not just. to 
the Congress of the United States. If 
President Kennedy, speaking in Amer- 
ica’s name, says to the common man, 
“T will be your leader,’”’ we can count 
on him, from what we know of him, to 
follow up his words with effective ac- 
tion. If he seizes for America the 
opportunity that destiny offers to her, 
he can’ be sure of a mighty response 
from that great depressed majority -of 
his fellow human beings that is to.be 
found outside his own country’s 
borders.

ORGANIZED BUSINESS ‘leaders are preparing a high-pow- 
ered assault on the Kennedy Administration’s legislative program. 
Armed with statistics in support of a limited, decentralized 


federal government, 


States Chamber of Commerce will leave tomorrow for a trans- 
continental stumping tour aimed at winning friends and influenc- 
ing Congress on behalf of the business world’s legislative gospel. 


In three weeks, this. 14-mem- 
ber briefcase brigade, traveling 
by chartered airplane, will lead 
all-day discussion sessions in 12 
communities from Massachusetts 
to” Alaska and Hawaii. About 
15,000 persons, principally busi- 
ness men and representatives of 
local Chambers of Commerce 
and trade associates, are ex- 
pected to attend. 


Observers see the undertaking 
as a determined effort to coun- 
ter President Kennedy’s at- 
tempts to win public support for 
the program of social welfare 
and economic legislation he is 
seeking to push through Con- 
gress. Through his televised 
press conferences and such de- 
vices as Secretary of Labor 
Arthur J. Goldberg’s recent tour 
of areas hit hard by unemploy- 
ment, the President has been 
trying to marshal public feeling 
behind his legislative program. 

Officials of the U.S. Chamber 


~/ of Commerce say that the pur- 
eam pose of their coming “Aircade 


for Citizenship Action”’ is to gain 
public backing for the organiza- 
tion’s policies and to encourage 
local groups to make their 
weight felt in Congress on be- 
half of its program. 


THE PROPOSALS that will be 
emphasized in the discussion 
sessions are in sharp conflict 
with those advocated by the 
President. 

All five programs listed by Mr. 
Kennedy as his major legislative 
goals are to be discussed and, in 
each instance, the Chamber is 
strongly opposed to the Presi- 
dent’s approach. 

For example, in the field of 
nid to education, the President 
favors federal assistance — for 
constructing schools and increas- 
ing teachers’ salaries. The 
Chamber of Commerce is op- 
posed to both approaches. It fa- 
vors meeting educational needs 
with private, local and state 
funds, not federal money. 

In support of this view, Dr. 
John R. Miles, manager of the 
education department of the 
Chamber and a member of the 
Aircade’s team of speakers, 
cited figures intended to show 
that,,by issuing bonds and §in- 
creasing tax rates, local sources 
more than met the needs of the 
Jast 10 years when educational 
demands were growing at a rate 
faster than the economy’s. This 
trend is expected to be reversed 
in the next 10 years, he added, 
observing: 

“The net effect is that if the 
people of this nation, through 
their state and local govern- 
ments, were able to finance the 
tremendous expansion required 
in the 1950s, they shouldn’t have 
any trouble keeping up with the 
expected development in_ the 
sixties when the rate of eco- 
nomic growth should exceed the 
increase in enrollment.” 


ON. THE QUESTION of med- 
ical care for the aged, another 
of Mr. Kennedy’s major pro- 
grams, there is an equally sharp 
division. The President favors 
financing health care’ for the 
elderly through increasing the 
social’ security tax rate. 

The Chamber of Commerce op- 
poses enactment of any federal 
medical care program. It fav- 
ors, instead, voluntary, private 
insurance programs. A _ spokes- 
man ‘pointed out that the num- 
ber of persons covered by pri- 
vate health programs has risen 
from 24 per cent of the popula- 
tion to more than 70 per cent in 
the last 15 years. This trend in- 
dicates that more and more of 
the nation’s elderly, as well as 
other groups, will have private 
insurance in the years ahead, he 
remarked. 

“It seems inevitable that if 
you Once start a federal pro- 
gram’ of health care for the 
elderly, it will end in a compul- 
sory health and medical care 
program for everyone regardless 
of age,” he continued. ‘The 
political pressures for expanding 
the program will be too great to 
resist.” 


The Chamber of Commerce is| 


opposed also to Mr. Kennedy's 
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proposal for increasing the mini- 
mum wage and extending its 
coverage. In testimony before a 
House labor subcommitte last 
week, Dr. Emerson P. Schmidt, 
director of economic research 
for the business organization and 
one of those who will make the 
Aircade tour, asserted that such 
action would “aggravate” a 
number of economic problems 
facing the country. It would, he 
said, cause unemployment, re- 
sult in higher prices, contribute 
to inflation, conflict with efforts 
to aid depressed areas and 
worsen the balance of payments 
deficit. 


“ON BALANCE, whatever 
good might result from mini- 
mum wage legislation would 
seem to be far outweighed by 
the unemployment and inflation 
the legislation would provoke,” 
he told Congressmen. He dis- 
agreed emphatically’ wit 
Speaker of the House Sam Ray- 
burn’s appraisal of current 
economic conditions as the worst 
since the depression of the early 
1930's. 


Two other proposals on the 
President’s major legislative 
program—aid to depressed areas 
and public housing—also are 
unacceptable to the Chamber. 

The organization’s views on 
the Kennedy recommendation 
for a system of federal grants 
and loans to assist communi- 
ties suffering from chronically 
high unemployment were put 
this way last month before a 
Senate. banking and currency 
subcommittee by Robert P. Lee, 
assistant to the vice president of 
the Connecticut Light and Power 
Co.

AS LONG AS WE don't get into a 
technical argument as to what is a short 
story and just be satisfied with no more 
of a definition than that a story is a story 
if it entertains, we can find much genuine 
entertainment in this anthology of ‘“The 
World’s Shortest Stories.” Mr. Hubler, 
its editor, appears to have done a pretty 
exhaustive job of ransacking world litera- 
ture in search of what he wanted. He went 
to 21 different ‘national literatures and 
selected works from 83 different writers. 
He claims to have consulted 968 books 
in making his final selection. 

The criterion of choice was to find 
stories that could be read on the run, so 
to speak, without pause or interruption, 
between stops on a subway train, Say, 
or during those brief intervals between 
lying down and going to sleep. 


“The shortest story is, naturally, a light- 
ning flash and not a steady illumination. 
It is a knack of seizing the vital point 
rather than condensing an experience. 
It can deal successfully with certain 
phases of life more* convincingly than 
any other form of literature but it must 
ignore others. It is a form of art which 
has been practiced more in the past than 
the present; it has been much more in 
vogue in the East than in the West.” 

By and large, they are story-teller’s 
stories, meant to be told and heard rather 
than written and read, and it is not sur- 
prising that for several of his selections 
Mr. Hubler has gone to that primary 
source, the Arabian Nights.

THE LIFE and personality of Whitman 
are the major concern of the first 
volume of a two-part study of the 
poet and “Leaves of Grass.” Published 
in France six years ago, the book indi- 
cates the inter-relationship of the poet and 
his work; hence we have a literary biog- 
raphy, for M. Asselineau, professor of 
American literature at the Sorbonne, feels 
that ‘“‘Whitman wanted to create a book 
and . . . in so doing he has created 
himself.” 

Professor Asselineau believes Oscar 
Wilde’s assertion that nature imitates art 
applies to Whitman. In ‘‘Leaves of Grass,” 
the most subjective volume of poetry by 
an American, we have a portrait that 
fits better what Whitman wanted to be 
than what he actually was: ‘‘He dreamed 
of himself as a prophet of a new evangel 
and it was in that aspect that he portrayed 
himself.’”” He tried to make his life a 
work of art, and created, in the judgment 
of Yeats, “an artificial personality.” 


The biographical data that can be nailed 
down is surprisingly meager, especially 
for the first several decades; after that 
much that we have comes through the 
hagiographic prose of the Whitmaniacs, 
who from the 1860s on treated ‘“‘the good 
gray poet” as a victim of prejudice. 


WHITMAN HIMSELF contributed 
to this legend and constructed or recol- 
lected from. his youth and middle age 
what would perpetuate the legend. His 
memory of events in the 1850s was colored 
by time, for in after years he pictured 
himself as a much abused author, when 
in actuality most reviews had been favor- 
able in the 1850s. 

Whitman also declared, with less than 
candor, that his first edition had not sold 
at all. He declared that he had not read 
Emerson by the time of the first edition; 
that he knew him well is amply docu- 
mented. 


The biography traces the evolution of 
“Leaves of Grass,’’ the rewriting, the 
shifts in emphasis from the personal to 
the more general and universal, from the 
exuberant optimism of 1855 to the recog- 


death are eternal forces that are not 
easily subverted. 


The varying treatment of sex and physi- 
cal vitality reflects Whitman’s suppression 
of his homosexuality and his awareness 
of public reaction to language and emo- 
tions that unfriendly critics labeled as 
obscene and nasty. Death, of minor im- 
portance in the 1855 edition, becomes a 
dominant theme in later editions; by the 
tenth and last, death became a door to 
peace and eternity, Democracy, the open 
sesame by the third edition in 1860 and 
an important theme throughout, in later 
editions was no longer the automatic in- 
stitution that would come in a few easy 
years to sweep troubles away. 

Professor Asselineau shows how these 
themes were modified or emphasized as 
Whitman’s own life met new challenges 
or as his ideals and hopes grew stronger 
or diminished. Whitman, striving to iden- 
tify himself with “Leaves of Grass,’’ sub- 
merged himself into the poem and incar- 
nated himself with a personality to fit 
the vision that he outlined in poetry. 

“He modeled himself on his book and 
his book in turn reflected him,” observes 
the author, whose sources for his biogra-

The book is full of real gems, It opens, 
appropriately enough, with one of Donn 
Byrne’s Irish jigs, “A Tale Told in Des- 
tiny Bay.” Then we are treated to 
masterpieces by such writers as Saki, 
Oscar Wilde, Ambrose Bierce, de Maupas- 
sant, Mark Twain, Lord Dunsany. Joel 
Chandler Harris’s immortal “Brer Rab- 
bit, Brer Fox, and the Tar-Baby”’ is here, 
I am glad to say—also the original version 
of “Little Red Riding Hood,” by Charles 
Perrault, which is quite different from the 
watered-down version. 

I like especially Edgar Lee Masters’s 
verse tale about Elsa Wertman which 
begins:

(This is one of the few tales of cruel 
seduction that has a happy ending.)

phy are the poems. He assumes that 
the “I” in “Leaves of Grass” always 
speaks for Whitman. 

Quite rightly he recognizes that por- 
tions of the book are wishful thinking and 
that the “I? matches the vision and not 
the reality. The book’s conclusion, amply 
illustrated, is that “the work and the 
personality were taking shape together.”’ 
NO NEW DATA of significance have 
been found by the biographer; what he 
offers is not to be disputed. However, 
one can have reservations about a biogra- 
pher who freely asserts that ‘‘Walden”’ 
came out in 1849 when 1854 is the correct 
date. Professor Asselineau could easily 
have found that Howells in 1860 was 
writing a campaign biography of Whit- 
man’s hero, Abe Lincoln, and was not 
editor of the “Atlantic.” (One wonders 
what the editors at the Harvard Univer- 
Sity press were doing.) 

The second volume will be a critical 
study of Whitman’s work; the present 
volume limits itself to the factual data 
about the 10 different editions of the 
poetry. Because of its limited scope this 
biography is not designed to replace the

CHECKING THE LIST of Amer- 
ican literary men calculated to have made 
an undying contribution to the world’s 
literature, will show the name of Stephen 
Vincent Benet to be in the upper bracket.

The late Dr. Fenton did an incisive, 
comprehensive biography of Benet several 
years ago. And just before his death in 
1950, when he had scarcely begun his 
scholarly career as a teacher at Duke 
University, he finished this fascinating 
collection of Benet’s letters.

EARLY IN 1846, when war between the United States 
and Mexico seemed inevitable, the Church of Latter Day Saints 
was also having its difficulties in Illinois, Missouri and Arkansas 
and Brigham Young decided to move his flock west—to a region 
owned by Mexico. It was then that the United States offered to 
enlist approximately 500 Mormon men to prevent a transfer 
of their allegiance to Mexico, and march them to Santa Fe and 
then to California. 

This was not exactly the kind of aid the Mormons had hoped 
for, but it did give means of support to destitute families, as 
the men were given in advance a $42 allowance for clothing. 
Most of them immediately turned the money over to their 
families and the ragamuffin, urftrained battalion, under the 
over-all command of Lt. Col. Philip St. George Cooke, took 
off from Council Bluffs for Santa Fe. 

Mr. Wormser weaves his novel around this phase of the jour- 
ney and the hero of hig book is Ned Springer, a young moun- 
tain man, who is hired by the Army to guide the battalion over 
the Sante Fe Trail. Fiercely independent, Springer has diffi- 
culty adjusting himself to the military and to the Mormons. To 
make matters worse he falls in love with Nancy Wakefield, 
daughter of one of the wagon bosses, who is the celestial bride- 
to-be of Lewis Moses, one of the Mormon leaders in the Bat- 
talion. 


AS THE TATTERED BATTALION MARCHES 
day by day over rugged terrain and under brutal sun, nerves, 
minds and hearts are brought to the breaking point. The author 
is particularly adept in his characterizations of the Mormons, 
their appearance, manner and nature.. In addition, he penetrates 
deeply into the mental processes of his Hero, the Mormon lead- 
ers and especially the arrogant little Second Lieutenant Andrew 
J. Smith, who takes over immediate charge of the Battalion on 
the death of Colonel Allen. 

Perhaps the author deals more kindly with Dr. Sanderson, the 
inept Army physician, than he does with the others. His stature 
increases as the march advances until he stands out as quite a 
man despite his failings. 

In only one instance does the author deviate from actual 
history. He has the Battle of the Bulls take place in northeast 
New Mexico, whereas it actually occurred in Southwest Arizona, 
but the incident enlivens the author’s story of the earlier part 
of the trek. 

True to the life of the times he is writing about, the author 
has produced a fine, non-traditional novel of the early Amer- 
ican West.

Symbols and Their Use

THINKING ABOUT SYMBOLS can drive many persons 
to one or the other of two extreme views. Some persons want 
to say that symbols are everything. For them reality is nuthing 
but symbols. Since symbols, however, of their very nature refer 
to something other than themselves, if one insists that nothing 
exists but symbols, one is thereby saying that the symbols refer 
to nothing at all—and hence are not symbols. 

On the other hand, there are those who want to sa¥ that 
symbols are annoyances, left-overs from primitive habits of 
mind, tolerable only for purposes such as decoration. To this 
sort of mind symbols are to be done away with as soon as 
possible so that we can get down to business—which is envisioned 
as some sort of naked intellectual contact with reality involving 
no symbols at all. 

The intense interest in symbolism today which produces the 
nine essays in the present book is generally grounded in some 
awareness that neither of these oversimplifications will do. 
Man needs both symbols and something beyond to which 
symbols refer. There is no way to use a symbol without an 
awareness that there is something beyond it, and there is no 
way for man to come into genuinely human contact with 
reality which does not involve symbolic activity. 

Even for an individual to become conscious of his own 
existence, he must be caught up in the symbolic activity of 
thought and of its correlative, language. The symbolism insepa- 
rable from religion bears witness to the involvement of religion 
with reality. One recalls that what we call in English a 
“creed” (from the opening Latin word, credo, I believe) has 
no such name at all in the Latin of a long Christian tradition, 
where it is called (following the Greek) a ‘‘symbol’”’ (symbolum). 
ROLLO MAY, THE WELL-KNOWN psychologist 
and practicing analyst, points out in his introduction to 
this volume that the contributors are all well known in their 
fields of theology, literary criticism, sociology, physics, or 
philosophy. Hence he devotes his introduction to some of his 
own fresh and illuminating reflections on the significance of 
symbols. 

A genuine symbol, he insists, is more than abstract. “One 
cannot confront genuine symbols on merely conscious, rational 
levels,” and attempts so to confront them can indicate psycho- 
logical imbalance. Psychiatric patients not infrequently treat 
their own symbolizations abstractly for the specific purpose of 
avoiding the real involvement in existence which the symbols 
manifest and invite. 

Among the other contributors, Eric Kahler also takes up the 
nature of symbols, and Paul Tillich treats religious symbols 
in a way which is sharp but represents nothing very new in 
his own thought. Amos N. Wilder is sane and perceptive con- 
cerning the symbolism of the cross. Kenneth Burke is apocalyptic _ 
as usual, at times lost in exploratory speculations but offering 
intense illuminations when he can find his audience. Talcott#* 
Parsons is a bit uneasy about Catholicism and certain types 
of Protestantism in our pluralistic society, which he interprets 
from a Protestant viewpoint, but on the whole he remains 
hopeful. 

Nathan A. Scott’s treatment of Joyce and Kafka as late 
romantics is sensitive, but I. A. Richards says little about 
Shakespeare’s ‘‘The Phoenix and the Turtle” except to exhort 
the reader to get into the poem. Werner Heisenberg is beautifully 
concise and supple in his handling of the representation of 
nature in contemporary physics,

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Conversation About Contemporary Art 


Painters and Spectators at Artists’ Guild Consider the Trends 


By GEORGE McCUE 


WHEN ARTISTS ENGAGE in 
conversation, they can be relied on to 
express themselves with utmost candor. 
This readiness to speak frankly was ex- 
ploited recently in a conversation, which 
the public was invited to hear, at the 
Artists’ Guild. The theme, “Artist versus 
Artist,"” was designed to bring out points 
of view from four painters, whose views 
are in divergent directions. 

The artists: Glenn Rothman, a non- 
figurative painter; Edward E. Boccia, 
who paints the figure with Classic refer- 
ences; Fred Conway, who eludes classifi- 
cation because he has done both figurative 
and non-figurative work, and Arthur 
Osver, whose most familiar works are ab- 
stractions of the cityscape. 

The last three are instructors at the 
Washington University School of Fine 
Arts; Rothman is taking graduate work 
at the Southern Illinois University depart- 
ment of art. The moderator was the 
Rev. Joseph E. Hart, S.J., professor of 
philosophy at St. Louis University. 

The inquiry pointed in the general direc- 
tion of the endlessly interesting question: 
Where is art now, and where is it going? 
Father Hart asked each man to speak for, 
and from, his own position. 

Rothman, the junior member of the 
group, spoke slowly and earnestly. ‘The 
younger painter should be looking beyond 
the ‘New York style.’ The fight for accept- 
ance as a painter who paints as he pleases 
has been won. The struggle now is in 
finding what is in us, and, in our own 
personal way, putting it on the canvas. 

‘*The classification, if there must be one, 
would have to be something new, like 
‘The Searchers.’ The artist looks at what 
has been done, at people, at cities, at raw 
nature. I put it down in whatéver way 
is necessary for me to see what I have 
felt.”

Willem de Kooning’s 


Latin Grammar; Past, Present, Future 


By WILLIAM K. WYANT JR. 


KNOWLEDGE OF LATIN is part 
of the serious scholar’s essential equip- 
ment, because without it there can, be no 
direct access to the great past. But how 
much benefit does the non-scholar get 
. from a smattering of Latin? It is a ques- 
tion learned men have debated for hun- 
dreds of years. In the United States at 
present, with the pressures for adding 
more science, mathematics and modern 
languages to the crowded school curricu- 
Jum, Latin is having to justify itself anew. 

Friends of Latin hold that it offers to 
the likely student the key to a golden 
cultural heritage, broadens his sense of 
history, improves his ability to learn Eng- 
lish and other modern tongues, disciplines 
the young mind to hard work. To some 
of them, Latin is a cherished spar still 
afloat from the wreck of classical educa- 
tion. It is the hallmark that distinguishes 
the good high school from one devoted 
to basketball, driver training and life 
adjustment, It is an admission ticket to 
the company of educated people. 


Other well-informed persons would ques- 
tion Latin’s virtues on most of these 
counts. All very well to extol the obvious 
benefits of a good knowledge of Latin, 
they say, but that is not what the argu- 
ment is about. It centers rather on the 
real or fancied advantages accruing to the 
student who struggles through Caesar’s 
Gallic War, goes on painfully to Cicero 
and Vergil, and then quits to parse no 
more. 


THERE IS A CERTAIN pleasure 
in the recollection of vestigial remnants: of 
Latin, not always distinguishable from 
intellectual snobbery. The aging grad- 
uate remembers that all Gaul was divided 
into three parts. He knows what “Ad 
Astra Per Aspera’”’ means. Sometimes 
he can translate the inscriptions ‘on Con- 
federate monuments. These are bits of 
erudition proudly aloof from the utilitarian 
world. Whether they are now worth the 
time and trouble has been challenged, 
even at so lofty a citadel as Oxford Uni- 
versity. 


One of those who feel the case for 
Latin needs to be reviewed in the light 
of modern times is the Rev. Walter J. 
Ong, S.J., professor of English at St. Louis 


University. His article in last autumn’s 
Yale Review helped clear the air for 


constructive discussion. Among enue 


selves on canvas. If it comes out non- 
representational for Glenn, it’s right for 
him; if it comes out in degrees of repre- 
sentation for me, this is right for me. 

“A real romantic has always been a 
rebel, adding to fhe art forms popular 
in his day and throwing other things out. 
I'm a romantic in the sense that I rebel 
against the plastic boys—those who, with 
their cold logic, want to stay away from 
the illusion of a volume because Rubens 
used it. They call it ‘pure painting,’ but 
it lacks human passion. It’s all brain 
work. _Pure painting isn’t enough. The 
individual man is missing.”’ 

“If we assume,” said Conway, “that 
painting is a way of life, there are two 
ways: The artist when he’s young, and 
the artist when he’s old. After some 
10,000 paintings, there develops a kind of 
hard core. I’m extremely interested in 
the present-day movement, but only as it 
refers to this hard core. I have no interest 
in growing pains. 

“The point of view isnot an intellectual 

matter, Painting thousands of paintings 
does something to you. Painting is some 
kind of lust. When I was 17, I would run 
up the steps to my studio. I could hardly 
wait to get at it. I'm just as interested 
today, although I no longer run up the 
steps.” 
‘*‘THE MORE I PAINT,’’® Osver 
said, ‘‘the less I can give words to what 
I'm after. It may be becoming more 
and ‘more involved with the act of paint- 
ing, with things that come from color, 
from form. But I find that art has to be 
something besides just the pure expres- 
sion of line, form, color. 

“T always have been interested in nature. 
Twenty years ago, it was the city—the 
shapes that buildings make, the facades, 
rooftops and factory chimneys. I began 
by doing straight landscapes of the city, 
then went through a surrealistic phase. 
Then I became interested in the Cubist 
form as a means of digging out some 
ideas I had about form and color, but 
I had to have the buildings. In Italy, 
surrounded by trees, I began to work with 
these looser forms. 

“I have to soak in the visual thing

culture. ‘He concluded that the justifica- 
tions for teaching Latin in times gone by 
are not the same as those that can logi- 
cally be marshaled for teaching it today. 

It is not generally realized, Father Ong 
believes, that prior to a century or so 
ago the student who was to get any formal 
education at all had to have Latin, He 
needed it for the same reason a child 
who wants to skate needs a pair of skates. 
The ‘Roman tongue had a monopoly. The 
texts were in Latins Schooling was almost 
exclusively for boys, and the harsh Latin 
regimen, with its attendant thrashings for 
laggards, amounted to an educational 
puberty rite. 


Latin opened the way not only to the 
literature of the classic age, the stories 
of great men and deeds and events, but 
to the only writings considered really 
worth reading on any subject. 


THERE IS A LONG history of pro- 
test against this Latinistic domination. 
Philosopher John Locke, in 1690, wrote: 
“Can there be anything more ridiculous 
than that a father should waste his own 
money, and his son’s time, in setting him 
to learn the Roman language, when, at 
the same time, he designs him for a 
trade . . .?” Even so, Locke held Latin 
to be absolutely necessary to the training 
of a gentleman. 


All that has now gone by the board. 
Latin’s strangle-hold is long since broken, 
and gentlemen are not what they used to 
be. Father Ong is confident Latin will 
continue to be taught somehow, some- 
where, and he considers this vital, but 
to his mind there is no miraculous advan- 
tage to be gained from a few years of 
Latin grammar in high school. 


“Whether a child nowadays should take 
Latin depends on what the child is going 
to do,” Father Ong said recently. “I don’t 
think there is any magic in Latin in 
toughening the intellect. 

“If you study any foreign language to 
a point where you can read the litera- 
ture, you are better off than studying 
Latin grammar.” 

IN OTHER QUARTERS there is 
stronger support for a brief acquaintance 
with Latin. Many educators believe it 
imparts a grammatical precision, a feeling 
for words and structure, that carries over.

Saul Levin, associate professor of clas- 
sics at Washington University, dent 
Latin, even though learned imperfectly, 
has value as training for grammar in 
general. When a person gets into any- 
thing more advanced than colloquial dis- 
cussion in English, he says, it is neces- 
sary to use English that has been schooled, 
so to speak, in Latin. 

“‘Orle reason Americans in general write 
worse than the English, on ordinary ex- 
pository subjects,” he suggested, ‘“‘is that 
we put on this advanced and Latinate 
English like a bag, while in England they 
learn to dress themselves in it. 

“They study enough Latin so their eyes 
are opened to the art of constructing 
English sentences equivalent to the com 
plexities that are habitual in Latin, and 
only acquired in modern languages 
through education. . . . It’s rather recently 
that I began to see it this way.” 

Levin would advise students to take 
Latin if they are lucky enough to be in 
a school where it is offered. He would 
have them start as early as possible. 
As for choosing Latin on the basis of 
future utility, there is no way in these 
uncertain times, he pointed out, to tell 
where a child is going to wind up in life. 
DISAGREEMENT ABOUT the 
value of Latin will continue. Meanwhile. 
nobody can say the laneuage is being 
over-emphasized. Only about 8 per cent 
of high school students in the nation take 
Latin, and in Missouri the proportion is 
much smaller, about 3 per cent. The 
Latin figure, along with that for modern 
languages, has increased substantially in 
the last few years. Doubtless this reflects 
the new drive toward excellence in 
schools. 

One conclusion comes through clearly 
enough. It is that with Latin, as with 
other languages, the student who receives 
only two years or so gets little benefit

1893 he purchased the St. 
Charles Daily and Weekly Ban- 
ner from George D. Dyer, who 
latér published the old St. Louis 
Mirrior. Mr. Britt combined the 
Banner and its rival, the News, 
in 1897, to form the St. Charles 
Banner-News. 

After Mr. Britt sold the Ban- 
ner-News in 1903, he established 
the publishing company in St. 
Louis. 

In 1912 he was elected presi- 
dent of the Associated Printers 
and Lithographers, a national 
trade association. He was elect- 
ed to the board of directors of 
the Printing Industries of Amer- 
ica in 1919 and was made presi- 
dent of this organization in 1934. 

The Associated Printers and 
Lithographers of St. Louis named 
him “Dean the St. Louis 
Printing Industry” in 1947. 

Surviving are his wife, Clara, 
and a son, Raymond R. Britt 
Jr.. @ St. Louis. His home was 
at 341 Westgate avenue, Uni- 
versity City.

Coach at Country Day. 

Banister’s first connection with 
St. Louis was in 1923 when, as 
athletic director at Country Day 
School, he set up the school’s 
sports program. During his two- 
year stint at Country Day, Al 
helped coach several sports and 
was a busy referee. 

Then came a shift to Asheville, 
N.C.. where Banister was ath 
letic director for a private boys’ 
school. Dabbling in real estate 
at the same time, Al arranged 
an appointment with a prospect 
seeking a large tract of land 
Track season was at its peak, 
so would this client mind hud 
dling with Banister on the schoo!

Trout fishing in Missouri's state parks will be legal again 


| Wednesday. On the same day 


, Stream fishing for-black bass 


will be closed and remafn so until May 29. 


The state parks in which the 
trout season opens are Ben- 
nett Spring, Montauk, Roar- 
ing River and Meramec 
Spring. 

In other sections of the 
state, trout fishing is open on 
a year-round basis. Limits 
are five daily, 10 in posses- 
sion. 

Special regulations 
effect at the state 
Anglers are required 
chase a daily trout 
tag for $1 in addition 
ing a regular state 
license. 

Trout may be taken 
Sunrise to 30 minutes 
sunset. The season in 
parks closes Oct. 31. 

At Bennett Spring State 

| Park, near Lebanon, the trout 
waters are divided into three 

sections: One for fly fishing, 
| one for bait casting and one 
| for natural bait fishing. 

At Montauk, near Salem, 
and Roaring River, near Cass- 

| ville, the trout waters are di- 
vided into just two areas; One 

| for fly and bait casters; the 

| other for natural bait fisher- 
men. 

For three years, the Mis- 
souri Trout Fishermen's Asso- 
ciation has tried without suc- 
cess to get the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission to es- 
tablish at Montauk and Roar- 
ing river the same division of 
waters as at Bennett Spring. 

The assotiation contends 
that a man with a fly rod has 
no chance to compete with a 
bait caster, using a lure like 
a plastic worm. They allege 
that separate areas 
be set aside for fly casters, 
particularly since fishermen 
stand almost elbow to elbow 
on stream banks. 

The restriction on taking 
smallmouth bass from Wednes- 
day until May 29 does not ap- 
ply to lakes and other im- 
poundments. It likewise does 
not apply to the Big Niangua 
river, downstream from Char- 
ity bridge on Route M in Dal- 
las county.

The story in which the Army 
nurses of World War II wrote a 
brave chapter had its begin- 
ning with the outbreak of the 
Spanish American War in 1898, 
During that war nurses were re- 
cruited through the Daughters 
of the American Revolution. In 
1901 a new Army department 
called the Army Nurse Division 
was established by the Surgeon 
General's office. 


When World War I came there 
were only 150 Army nurses sta- 
tioned at 10 hospitals. But be- 
fore the war was over more than 
21,000 professional nurses, re- 
cruited largely through the Red 
Cross, had served in United 
States and foreign hospitals. 
These nurses had no official uni- 
forms and no rank existed for 
them as it does today. 


At the beginning of World War 
II only 942 nurses were on ac- 
tive duty; before its end some 
57,000 had served in more than 
1000 hospitals all over the world. 
They jumped from barges to 
wade ashore on the North Afri- 
can beaches. They set up hos- 
pitals in tents. In mobile field 
units they moved forward and 
back and forward again with the 
tide of battle. Army nurses land- 
ed under fire on the beaches at 
Salerno. They wore helmets and

fatigue uniforms and dug their 
own foxholes. In New Guinea 
they lived in tents under the 
blazing sun or in a dripping jun- 
gle. On Corregidor they brought 
a new meaning to the phrase 
“devotion to duty." In New 
Caledonia they fought mosquitos 
and in ambulance planes tended 
the wounded being evacuated 
from Guadalcanal. 

In November 1944 a German 
shell hit a field hospital in Bel- 
gium and Lt. Frances Slanger 
became the first American Army 
nurse to die from enemy action 
They buried her in the mud of 
a military cemetery and at the 
head of her grave they put the 
Star of David. 


In Europe this correspondent 
saw nurses enduring the wet and 
cold of the winter in the Ar- 
dennes mountains campaign. 

There is the memory of 
nurses with a hospital unit car- 
ing for wounded G.I.’s following 
the Battle of the Bulge below the 
high altar of a 200-year-old ca- 
thedral. The altar itself had 
miraculously escaped damage 
while German shells had made 
rubble of the rest of the cathe- 
dral. 

Army nurses set up shop in 
hospitals within hours after the 
Ninth Armored Division made 
the historic Rhine crossing in 
March 1945. A Third Army nurse 
in a field hospital gave this 
answer when this reporter asked 
why the hospital could not be at 
least far enough back to be out 
of artillery range: 


“That's what field hospitals 
are for. They’ve got to be near

The Army Nurse Corps today 
Is made up of 3300 nurses as- 
signed to installations literally 
girding the earth. In foreign 
countries Army nurses are mem- 
bers of Military Advisory As- 
sistance Groups, helping other 
countries improve their stand- 
ards of nursing, conducting 
training programs and assisting 
backward countries in establish- 
ing nursing services. 

The Army. Nurse Corps spon- 
sors several programs which 
provide financial assistance to 
student nurses. For the student 
in the three-year nursing school, 
the Army Student Nurse 
gram provides a monthly salary 
during the last 
Students in collegiate programs 
are eligible for the program for 
their junior and senior years. In 
addition to the monthly salary, 
with rank of second lieutenant, 
during the last six months, all 
tuition, fees, textbooks and other 
expenses are paid by the pro- 
gram. 

In peacetime the Army Nurse 
Corps gives medical service to 
military personnel and their de- 
pendents.

NOW THAT it’s cold and nasty 
enough, every liar past 10 is, 
naturally, given to reminiscences 
about how tough winters used to 
be. My own favorite—‘‘favorite”’ 
being an extremely relative term 
—ds the winter of 1935-36; and I 
may be more fortunate than 
most in that I’m sure the Weath- 
er Bureau records bear me out. 
But even if they didn’t, it 
woudn’t matter; every member 
of my family has a more per- 
sonal and reliable record etched 
deeply into his bones. 

We had recently moved into a 
two-story, seven-room residence 
on Shawmut place in St. Louis— 
not without a good deal of soul 
searching and shouting first, be- 
cause until then we had always 
lived in four and five-room flats, 
and it had seemed to be a pretty 
long step to take. It was true 
enough that four or five rooms 
were beginning to be a little con- 
fining for a family of seven, six 
of whom, at least, were of stand- 
ard adult size or more; but still, 
we wondered, weren't we trying 
to rise above our station a little 
too quickly? 

The rent, for instance, was $25 
a month—very cheap for a whole 
residence, but slightly more than 
we had been paying. Besides, 
there had to be a gimmick some- 
where—what was it? My father 
made his usual charade of ignor- 
ing our arguments, drinking tea, 
reading his paper, humming, and 

periodically raising his eyes to 
the ceiling. Only when his opin- 
ion, previously ignored, was de- 
manded, did he give it. As al- 
ways it was emphatic, dramatic, 
devastatingly logical, and too 
simple ... Why are you beating 
your heads against the wall? If 
we can get a whole house for 
not much more than a flat, why 
not? Do we always have to be 


Soon after moving we under- 
stood what they could do to us. 
After a few days of ineffectually 
puffing some smoke, but very 
little heat, into the rooms, the 
coal furnace gave up complete- 
ly, and, like one of our prior 
landlords, had a breakdown. We 
tried the usual remedies, includ- 
ing threatening the agent with 
vialence and the Board of 
Health. Nothing worked; and a 
winter which hovered around 
zero for six straight weeks, and 
hit 10 below much more often 
than necessary, socked in. 


Our procedure was this: my 
father, wrapped to the ears, 
would go to the basement, bring 
up a scuttle from the otherwise 
useless coal pile, and etart a 
fire in the oven part of the kitch- 
en stove (there were also gas 
burners, on a side, a concession 
to modernity and to my mother.) 
When it was stuffed full, and 
the black plates had turned red, 
he removed the scarf from 
around his ears, and pounded a 
water pipe with an iron stove 
handle—a signal for which we 
had carefully prepared. 


Just to the left of the stove, 
above the water pipe, was a 
large, brightly colored calendar 
left by a previous tenant. Noth- 
ing remained but the picture: 
palm trees, white beach, quaint 
natives; and the legend in inch- 
high orange letters: WHY DON’T 
YOU WINTER in BERMUDA? 
. » . My father was not usually 
a reflective man, but I believe 
he brooded a little, facing that 
calendar. 


The house was on a slight 
rise, with only low one-story 
buildings facing it on three sides, 
four square to all winds from 
the north and west. The whole 
second floor had been made 
into one huge bedroom, in 
which the three boys slept—the 
two younger ones in a double 
folding bed, and my elder 
brother, because he was a 
breadwinner, in his own roll- 
away. The two large windows 
on the west rattled some in the 
unobstructed blast, but other- 
wise seemed to offer little ob- 
jection or hindrance. 


We had put up homemade 
basketball hoops on opposite 
walls, and in the afternoons and 
evenings could sometimes play 
a fast two-man game of what 
was known as ‘“‘finger-in-your- 
eye” basketball, until stopped 
by numb hands or screams from 
the living room under us. In 
the mornings, however, such

ening, preparing for 
bed, I lined up my clothes on 
chairs, according to a rigid pat- 
tern, like a fireman’s, so they 
could be seized without hesita- 
tion in full flight. My pants, 
however, went carefully between 
the mattress and the spring, in 
the hope that the night hours, 
and my weight, would help re- 
store the long departed crease.

deeply impressed curves and 
circles. But I pretended not to 
notice, feeling that time erased 
all things. It did: by evening 
the pants were always shape- 
less sacks again. 

In the morning my father’s 
strange call to warmth awak- 
ened us. My carefully calculated 
plan went into action. I lay still 
for a moment, gathering my 
strength, breathing slowly under 
the heavy covers, loading up on 
the warm oxygen. One finger 
crept under the mattress and 
hooked onto the pants. Cautious- 
ly I pulled the cover down to 
nose height. My elder brother 
worked evenings and so. could 
sleep late, aloof in his single 
bed. The pounding wakened him 
too, he also poked his nose out, 
spouted steam for a moment 
like a whale, and immediately 
after once more sounded for the 
depths. In the years since, I 
don’t believe I've ever hated 
anyone the way I hated him that 
moment every morning. 


I would count slowly to 
three, a starter at the mark. 
Precisely at the “Three!” my 
younger brother got an elbow 
in the ribs which rolled him 
to the far side and took his 
weight off my pants—and I 
was out and the pants yanked 
away clean before he was able 
to roll back. Not a waste 
motion: the other arni swept 
up the other clothes like a 
mail hook as I sped by, and, 
before it was even vital that 
I draw a breath, I was on the 
stairs, approaching bottom. 
Some of the more convention- 
al, such as my sisters, might 
hesitate at the icy bathroom 
first, but not I.

I used to hear his deep 
mutter from the basement, ac- 
companied by strange sliding 
and rattling sounds. I heard him 
discuss the problem with some 
other home mechanics. I went 
along to restrain him a couple 
of times when he went down- 
town to pour sulphur on the head 
of the agent—a grizzled realtor 
in an ancient office from the 
sooty beams of which I kept 
hearing squeakings which could 
only have been from the tradi- 
tional ghosts of defrauded wid- 
ows and orphans ... The answer 
was invariable: the only immedi- 
ate solution was to replace the 
furnace—at our Own expense. 

Knowing my father, and our 
finances, I should also have wor- 
ried. But exciting things were 
happening in my own—my other 
—life. By gradually emptying 
my older brother’s bank account, 
with the help of a National Youth 
Administration grant of $12.50 a 
month, and by being the city’s 
worst shoe salesman every Satur- 
day and sometimes during the 
week, I maintained, in very deli- 
cate balance, a status as fresh- 
man at Washington University. 

Twice a day I walked from 
Shawmut place and Easton ave- 
nue to the campus—a distance I 
then calculated at four miles, 
which seemed more and is prob- 
ably less. A part of it was 
through the frozen mud along- 
side a short stretch of unfinished 
road on which the WPA worked 
hopelessly that whole winter. 

Like a character in ‘“‘Les Mis- 
erables” I had learned to move 
from building to building on the 
campus through narrow under- 
ground connecting tunnels — 
sometimes with a fine coating of 
white dust from the steam pipes 
—and I hardly ever saw the 
frost again until ready to go 
home. In the buildings were col- 
lege girls; there was the intellec- 
tual life; there were Big Men On 


Early in the.year, some stu- 
dent who must have wanted an 


education worse than I (or per- 
haps * was a janitor, since I 
was using a university locker 
without paying for it) swiped all 
my books. I decided then to put 
democracy into action. I an- 
nounced that I thought it a good 
thing for students to study to- 
gether—if one of them had 
books. 


It did not work at all in 
physics—my lab partner did not 
speak to me for an entire semes- 
ter—no mean feat, since we had 
to do the experiments together. 
It only worked well in French. 
There, to my left, sat Bill Kies- 
sling, the swimming captain, a 


loaded with books. To my right 
a lovely girl whose name I have 
mercifully forgotten, but who 
seemed very interested in my 
homework, and perhaps in me. 


The professor was a former 
French lieutenant of artillery, 
with an accent so thick I had 
trouble telling when he was 
translating. It was difficult not 
to wonder whether the whole 
thing was worth while if we 
didn’t learn French better than 
he had learned English. He 
taught in the grand manner, with 
great drama and soaring inflec- 
tions. When he turned pop-eyes 
in our general direction and 
called out, ‘“‘Ma’mselle Kiess- 
NER!” we knew we had it made. 
Whichever of the three of ‘us 
thought he knew the assignment 
stood up and recited. 

Great currents swept the cam- 
pus, compared to which.a broken 
furnace was indeed trivial. De- 
pression and the rise of Hitler 
stirred the intellectuals. A chap- 
ter of the Veterans of Future 
Wars was formed, and, when a 
congressman threatened investi- 
gation, became the thing to join, 
especially for the non-fraternity 
barbarians. 
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modesty waited on survival, 


hearing to join him during the 
next war for pure snobbery 
because all the best people 
would be in prison. 


The ex-lieutenant of artillery 

tried to compete with this for 
a while, but finally gave up. He 
dropped his dramatics, and be- 
came suddenly a tired, mild little 
man holding back his amuse- 
ment.

Coming home, that afternoon, 
turned out to be just as exciting. 
My father was breathing fire, 
whether the furnace was or not.

Before he had even outlined 
his intentions, I began to grow 
pale. 

My father’s attitude toward 
things mechanical, especially 
those that balked him, was con- 
ditioned in large part by a 1916 
model truck he had owned for 
many years, and certainly one of 
the most remarkable vehicles 
ever manufactured. Once opera- 
tive, it had been capable of 
prodigies; but, made in a day 
when storage batteries, bump- 
ers, self-starters, pneumatic tires 
and four-wheel brakes were un- 
known or considered effete, it re- 
sponded only to draconian treat- 
ment, and as such perfectly 
matched my father’s tempera- 
ment. 

In cold weather — and this 
brings us closer to our problem 
with the furnace—it was almost 
impossible to turn over the 
engine with the crank, much less 
start. My father would loosen 
the oil in the crankcase and the 
grease in the rear end with 
paper fires; then, smiling slightly 
in the glare and humming, he 
would turn a blowtorch on the

Regional Theater 
And the Critic 


THE OTHER NIGHT I delivered a minor lecture to the little 
band of student actors at the Crystal Palace workshop, and I 
some of my comments end opinions might clarify my 
ctitical attitude for general readers as well. 
My subject was “The Critic 
* and the Regional Theater.” It 
had rather a high-falutin sound, 
but I had to confess that I my- 
self didn’t know precisely what 
the “‘regional’’ theater was. If 
* it meant a theater springing 
* from the cultural urges of a 
certain region outside the great 
producing centers of New York 
and Hollywood, with plays about 
that region and representing 
new and vital ideas and talent 
indigenous to or peculiar to that 
region, I don’t know what thea- 
ter would quite qualify. 
For instance I didn’t think 
‘Margot Jones with her Theater 
"47 was a particular outgrowth 
of any cultural ideas peculiar to 
Dallas or Texas. I thought Miss 
Jones merely found a salubrious 
MYLES STANDISH atmosphere—a great deal of it 
in financial support—in which 
to have a freer play of ideas and to try works of new writers 
who had not been commercially proved. I thought the San Fran- 
cisco avant garde theaters and the Crystal Palace here were re- 
flections of the advanced sophistication of the communities they 
serve. 


But, I pointed out, we know that here, the elements with the 
exception of producer Jay Landesman, have chiefly been im- 
ported—actors and directors with all sorts of regional back- 
grounds, usually filtered to us through Broadway or off-Broadway. 
We might regard the success of Theodore J. Flicker in extempo- 
raneous theater off-Broadway in New York with some pride as 
an outgrowth of St. Louis and the Crystal Palace. But actually 
the Compass Players movement in which Flicker was generated 
came to us from Chicago. It did find hospitable and fertile soil 
here and receptive and knowing audiences. But sophistication in 
the theater is not merely a local trend. The growth of all the hip 
comedians, like Mike Nichols and Elaine May, and Shelley Ber- 
man, has been a national trend. 


The receptive spirit and creative ability here had, I think, 
fts best manifestation in the Crystal Palace musical comedy, 
“The Nervous Set,” which however, failed in New York for a 
variety of reasons, 


If Ireland were set down In the middle of the United States 
its theater surely would be purely “regional,” different, isolated 
and original to itself. But as it is, it is known as ‘“‘national’’ 
theater. 


>» Well, then. Since I couldn’t find a pure example of 
“regional” theater, I would talk about all local theaters 
producing shows on their own. The nub of the question 
was: Should the critic apply the same exacting stand- 
ards to them as he would to the most finished professional 
big-league product? 


FOR MYSELF, the answer was no. Even though Municipal 
. Opera is big league, the leader in outdoor summer theater, I do 
~ mot expect it, with one week’s rehearsal time, to whip ‘together 
a production with the polish of a $300,000 Broadway musical that 
rehearsed five weeks, toured another eight, and ran two years. 
- Though sometimes the Muny Opera people could surprise one 
and come up with a production equal to or even better than that 
of the touring Broadway production—‘Can Can,” with Dolores 
Grey, was one I had in mind, 


I did not expect the Empress stock company which operated 
here for four years to always turn out Broadway productions, 
although on occasion they did come up with some very good 
work, worthy of comparison. Uta Hagen in ‘‘A Streetcar Named 
Desire” was one such play I remembered. 


I recognize the usual stock company restrictions, plus finan- 
elal ones and the size of its stage, limit what the Crystal Palace 
Players can do. Plus the fact it is not endowed and must operate 
--@t a profit, which forces it to cater to the tastes of its audiences 
‘and they seem to run to comedy or light musicals, so that 
serious drama is out. 


» But, I pointed out, it is fair to judge these groups and 
the amateur plays in the light of their own capabilities 
and the accomplishments of similar groups. I did not 
expect the late lamented Repertory Theater in the Round 
in Clayton to put out shows, with its unknown casts and 
skimpy facilities, to equal a touring company. But I 
did expect it to give us productions equal to those of a 
good amateur company, which it usually did not. 


I THINK just criticism is good for any theater. It is stimu- 
“ating, keeps it from sinking into a lethargy. “Constructive” 

.¢riticism, is not, as some people seem to think, criticism which 

‘slobligingly overlooks all defects or damns with faint praise. Un- 

favorable criticism can be constructive if fair. It can be an in- 
“structive mirror held up to the efforts of the actors and 
director. | 

I see no point in encouraging mediocre acting or productions. 

-Jhey should be discouraged. Bad productions can kill the theater- 
going habit. The theater can be kept alive only by worthwhile 
. things or genuine entertainment. Enthusiasm is better devoted 
to productions with the vitality, quality, and imagination to merit 
it. I shrug off the cry that any theater production, no matter how 
bad, is “cultural” per se. A turkey is actually anti-cultural. A 
“butchered ‘‘Hamlet’”’ might torever ruin some people’s interest in 
Shakespeare. 

The questioning by the audience afterward showed that some

For instance: 
~  Q. Why are St. Louis and Holy Week the two worst weeks in 
“show business? 

A. That is a canard as far as St. Louis is concerned (Holy 
Week can defend itself.) The grosses of any touring show here 
at the American are usually a couple of thousand dollars a week 
better here than in cities of comparable population, such as 
Baltimore, Washington, Cleveland, and Pittsburgh. St. Louis, 
however, is usually more exacting in its tastes.

Liebman Recalls 


Early TV Costs 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25 (UPI). 

A DOZEN YEARS don’t count for much in the general 
scheme of time, but they seem like an eon when you get to 
reminiscing about commercia] television entertainment. 

There is no one better to reminisce with than Max Lieb- 
man, who was the real 
“Mr. Television” during 
the first six years of the 
medium, when program- 
ming was exciting, and 
who etill turns out an oc- 
casional show. 

‘Do you realize what 
the budget was for televi- 
sion’s old ‘Admiral Broad- 
way Revue’ which I 
started?” the producer 
asked. “It was $15,000 a 
week for that one-hour 
musical variety show. 

“And the talent con- 
sisted of Sid Caesar, Imo- 
gene Coca, Marge and 
Gower Champion and 
Mary McCarty. If we 
needed an extra player for 
a sketch or something, I'd 
use my secretary. Paid 
her $25 more for such ap- 
pearances. 

“All that, of course, was before the unions moved in and 
before the big sponsor money began to flow as TV became 
popular. But even for an early “Your Show of Shows’ pro- 
gram—you'll remember that series followed ‘Admiral’—I re- 
call that we wanted to fill up the screen for a certain number 
with dozens of girls. We paid them $5 apiece—and they wore 
their own clothes.” 


LIEBMAN’S THIRD one-hour special this season will be 
aired on the CBS-TV network March 8. Like the others, it is 
a musical revue type with emphasis on satirical treatment of 
some “‘institution."’ 

“Private Eye Private Eye’’ is the title of the show, and 
the sketches, songs and dances will deal with fictional inves- 
tigators through the years as popularized in Iterature, drama, 
movies and television. 

“The budget for this one,” Liebman said, “is approxt- 
mately $200,000, and you know that that isn't excessive for 
this type of entertainment.” 

For this money the producer has a first-rate. cast includ- 
ing Ernie Kovacs and his comedienne wife, Edie Adams; 
Hans Conried and Pat Carroll, There isn’t much in the way 
of comedy that quartet can’t handle. 


“THE CASTING is the big thing in a show of this type,” 
Liebman said. “* You can get a treatment and format ap- 
proved without too much trouble, but you really have to strug- 
gle to get the right people. So many comedians aren't avail- 
able, or one who might do a certain thing well hasn’t the sort 
of versatility needed in a revue. And the sponsor, of course, 
doesn’t want just any Joe Doakes, either.” 

After his dozen years in TV, Liebman doesn't find any 
particular change in the approach to satire or parody. 

“Such material in ftself is basically the same from the 
standpoint of creation,”’ he pointed out. ‘‘However, different 
comedians need different handling in playing the game script. 
We have one of those silent movie parodies in this new show. 
You remember the flair Caesar had for those things—a definite 
style. Kovacs has to do it in a way to fit his own style, so it 
seems different.”

Among the great legion are 
such pillars of society as Wil- 
liam Richard Rose, who embez- 
tied $1,400,000 from his own 
bank at Ellenville, N.Y.; the late 
Harold Giles Hoffman, onetime 
New Jersey governor, who 
nanced his political career with 
$300,000 of the state’s money: 
Miss Minnie Mangum, executive 
of a Norfolk, Va., building and 
loan association, who got $2,919.,- 
000 in cash—more than double 
the cash stolen by armed rob 
bers in the fabulous Boston 
Brink's holdup, one Mrs. Bu: 
nice Iverson Geiger, who broke 
the bank at She ldon, la.—her 
father’s bank — by § stealing 
2,126,850 

These hardly seem like people 
to place alongside the profes- 
sional crooks. But all the na- 
tion’s robbers, burglars, pick- 
pockets and auto thieves togeth- 
er stole a total of $440,000,000 in 
a recent year. In the same pe- 
riod, embezzlers got a minimum 
of $500,000,000, and some experts 
insist the true figure is at least 
$1,000,000 ,000. 

Determining the loot pocketed 
by embezziers is complex be- 
cause of several factors: It’s 
done by people who are consid- 
ered honest; it’s done in hun- 
dreds of different ways; it's fre- 
quently carried out over a lonz

Earl L. Kagan, who will man- 

ge the facility, said that all 47 
of the departments have been 
leased. He said it would be the 
largest store of its kind in Illi- 
nois. with the exception -of one 
in Chicago.

“The trend in retailing,”’ Ka- 
gan explained, ‘‘seems to be 
turning full circle. A century 
ago the general store was the 
most frequent and most popular 
business establishment. Then 
came gradual, and later exten- 
sive, specialization. 

Parking for 1200 cars will be 
provided on the l5-acre tract. 
The area will be illuminated by 
mercury vapor lights. 

Departments will include 
housewares, gifts, drugs and 
cosmetics (including an exten- 
sive prescription shop), bath 
major and minor appliances, 
hardware and paints, radio and 
television, records, toys, Wwo- 
men’s fashions, men’s and boys’ 
wear, infants’ and children’s 
shop, a super market, shoes, 
linens and piece goods, jewelry, 
building supplies, shrubbery and 
garden supplies, musical in- 
struments, new automobiles (all 
makes), luggage, cameras, sport- 
ing goods (including boats), fur- 
niture, draperies, carpet and 
other floor coverings, a snack 
bar, auto supplies, a complete 
insurance department, cleaning 
and dying shop, laundry, shoe 
repair, and a playland facility.

Diary of a | Post- Civil War Debutante 


ISS WILHELMINE KIA- 
MECHE CRAWFORD was 
a debutante who liked to 
read Dante and Chateaubriand 
and wear pink rosebuds in her 
hair. Even in the hurly-burly 
of 1866 post-war Washington, 
such a combination could not 
go unnoticed, Recently her 
granddaughter, Mrs. Newell S. 
Knight, skillfully reconstruct- 
ed before the Women’s Associ- 
ation of the Missouri Historical 
Society a portrait of an allur- 
ing but strong«ninded biue- 
stocking, whose convictions 
influenced the women in her 
family for three generations. 
Mrs. Knight knows her 
grandmother only through 
Wilhelmine’s diary of her debut 
year, her clothes and a few of 
her possessions, unearthed by 
Wilhelmine’s daughter from an 
old trunk im the attic of the 
Greenwood Inn, Evanston, Ill, 
But from the tiny, firm script 
of the era when ladies wrote 


At 18, Wilhelmine had al- 
ready made up her mind about 
the world, though like any 
clever woman, she kept her 
convictions covered until she 
needed them. She studied the 
piano, and took regular in- 
struction in French and Latin, 
As she moved gracefully in her 
bell-shaped crinolines through

TRAINS OF LUTE AND ZITHER MUSIC, 
punctuated by the striking percussion of 
drums, hand bells and finger cymbals, were 
mingled with medieval Latin chants in the 
sanctuary of Trinity Episcopal Church. The 
performance was “The Play of Daniel,” a 
liturgical drama written in the twelfth cen- 
tury by students at the Cathedral of Beau- 
vais in northern France to commemorate the 
birth of Christ. 

Some 800 Christmases later, in 1957, 
the play was rescued from near obscurity 
by the New York Pro Musica, a group di- 
rected by Noah Greenberg, who has sparked 
a renaissance of interest in medieval music 
in this country and Europe. The production,

to be one of the few ormances given in 
America and the first in the St. Louis area. 

Although students of drama have 
studied the literary of the play for 
years, it was left to Greenberg to revive the 
music and from an ancient manu- 
script, long forgotten in a dusty corer of 
the British Museum.

ESPITE SOME EFFORTS AT MODERNIZATION, St. Louis County still 
is strait-jacketed by an inadequate system of streets and roads that 
threatens to throttle future growth. While the County’s population has in- 
creased 75 per cent and its number of automobiles has more than doubled 
in the last 10 s, its arteries for moving this tremendous volume of traf- 
fic with eaul “anne and safety have remained sadly deficient—and 
grow more so daily. The County’s population is now 703,520 as compared 
to 460,349 in 1950; its passenger car total has skyrocketed from 125,816 in 
1950 to more than 252,000 today. 

Should the rate of growth continue for another decade, the County 
would have a population of about 1,250,000 and some 500,000 passenger 
cars. But any degree of future expansion, if not accompanied by a real- 
istic traffic program, would make motor travel throughout most of the 
County next to impossible. Even now it is a miserable exercise in crawl- 
and-stop driving. 

The traffic problem is spreading as new subdivisions, shopping cen- 
ters and industries bring saturation to roads, streets and intersections that 
only a few years ago were deemed adequate. Side streets are cluttered 


as cars and trucks zigzag from overflowing main thoroughfares in efforts 
to bypass congestion. Growing ever more serious is the need for new or 
improved accesses to state and federal highways and throughways now in | 
use or under construction. 

Money is the County's most pressing need if it is to resolve its enormous 
traffic muddle. The $9,836,839 made available by the 1955 bond issue for 
pas ree | roads, bridges and grade crossings was enough to complete 
only one-third of the 23 projects contemplated. It was, as one County of- 
ficial put it, “a matter of voting $10,000,000 for $30,000,000 worth of work.” 
Only two of the projects have been completed in entirety; parts of 17 others 
have been finished i . Funds are available for the letting of contracts on 
some of the unfinished work by the end of the year. Starts have been made 
on a few other projects. 

With the bottom of the barrel in sight, the County Council is grappling 
with the problem of more road funds, and is studying a new bond issue 
for the purpose. This bond issue, if presented to the voters, would be onl 
the third in the County's history for road improvements. The first, in 1928, 
provided for widening of Clayton road; the second was in 1955.

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New Headache Coming— 


A TRAFFIC HEADACHE is. about to hit the County. The City of 

St. Louis is progressing with its new $4,000,000 Forest Park os noses 
which will terminate at the city limits, just west of Skinker boulevard. 
The new artery, extending from Compton avenue and Market street, 
westward along Forest Park boulevard, under Kingshighway, through 
Forest Park and then along the old Rock Island right of way, will dump 
a. heavy burden of westbound traffic into Millbrook blvd., already 
clogged in rush hours. The photo above, looking south on- Skinker, 
shows termination of Millbrook. The city’s project at present includes 
no grade separation at this intersection but will extend parkway by 
widening Millbrook to point 400 feet west of Skinker. From there west- 
ward to Millbrook-Big Bend intersection (photo below, looking south 
along Big Bend), there are no plans for widening the three-lane stretch. 
Neither University City nor Clayton has funds to extend the parkway 
along abandoned Rock Island right of way through their communities to 
join the County’s proposed Inner Belt west of County Hospital. And 
neither does the County have funds for the project. The city expects to 
complete its parkway by mid-1962. Then will come the County’s headache.

winter day, peacefully awaiting the 
green explosion of another spring. The 
sun is warm, the sky is blue and the 
snow is gone—for the moment, at least. 
Holstein cows browse in a barnyard and 
drink from a spring-fed pool, taking ad- 
vantage of a break in the cold weather. 
Dormant trees on the hill in the back- 
ground still wear their winter drab, but 
are covered with buds ready to burst 
open with the right combination of 
warmth and moisture. 

The farm is part of a picture-postcard 
view glimpsed briefly by motorists speed- 
ing along U.S. 66 near Eureka, about 22 
miles west of St. Louis. The acreage 
used to be along the main road, but was 
bypassed a few years ago when a new 
highway was built. Motorists now look 
down on the farm nestled in a valley 
below. 

The scene is on a 2300-acre farm op- 
erated by Russell and Melvin Plegge. 
The land is owned by the David Rankin 
estate shared by 16 Rankin descendants 
living in England, Ireland, Australia and 
various parts of the United States. The 
Plegge brothers, who live on the premises 
and till about 160 acres there, also own a 
farm nearby. 

The Plegges keep dry cows and 
heifers in the barn at the right. The drive- 
way in the foreground leads to the farm- 
house (partially hidden by a tree) which 
is built around an old log cabin. The 
spring flows at a steady rate, even 
through the worst drouths, and main- 
tains a constant 54degree temperature.

Lumumba's Death 


Crowds Riot in Africa, Europe, 
Asia, Australia, the Americas 
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DEATH OF FORMER CONGO PREMIER PATRICE LUMUMBA set off a 

wave of reaction which exploded in riots and demonstrations around the 

world. It was only one more death among the hundreds who were suc- 

cumbing, almost unnoticed by the world, to starvation and disease as a result 
of continuing civil war in The Congo. 

Lumumba was different. Not because his passing was any more horrible, 
but because he was a symbol—more powerful dead than alive—of emerging 
nationalism. 

News of Lumumba’s assassination brought statements of shock and con- 
demnation from leaders of Western and neutral countries, and threats and 
demands from the heads of Communist states. Reaction by citizens within 
all three blocs took a more violent course. 

In Moscow, a mob marched on the Belgian embassy, smashing windows 
and smearing ink over the walls. Later, crowds followed suit in Caracas, 
Amsterdam and Belgrade. In Colombo, Rome, Bogota, Melbourne, Dublin 
and Delhi, demonstrators thronged the streets chanting “Murderers, Mur- 
derers!" and waving anti-Belgian placards. Irate Lumumba sympathizers 
in Cairo set the Belgian embassy afire. 

There were demonstrations even in the United States. A group of pro 
Lumumbists (mostly from Harlem) turned a meeting of the United Nations 
Security Council into bedlam with screams, curses and a gallery fist fight, in 
which 2] persons were injured. In Los Angeles, 100 persons picketed the

Most of the demonstrations were directed against white colonialists, who 
exploited black Africa for generations. By a strange twist, however, some 
of the anger was addressed to the United (which has never possessed 
an African colony) on the contention that any ally of Belgium must be an 
enemy of the colored man. 

In Jakarta, a mob of Indonesians, screaming “Hands off The Congo,” at- 
tacked the United States Ambassador’s residence and made a bonfire of his 
furnishings. In Lagos, several thousand Nigerians, whipped into a frenzy by 
the beat of native drums, stormed the U.S. Information Agency offices and 
tried to lay a symbolic black coffin in front of the American

 boaperetie IS A KOREAN DISH made of thin beef slices that are dipped in 
a special soy-base sauce before being fried lightly in a hot skillet. Mrs. 
Norman E. Weber of Shrewsbury, a native of Seoul, prepares the dish for 
her new American friends, who call it “the most.” The meat may be cooked 
over charcoal, if preferred. 

Mrs. Weber cuts a beef roast into rather thin slices which are pounded 
lightly between sheets of waxed paper to flatten and tenderize. Sauce in 
which meat is dipped is made by combining minced onion (using both green 
and white portions), minced garlic cloves, soy sauce, water, sugar, sesame 
seeds and sesame oil, sherry wine and pepper. Mixture should stand over- 
night to blend flavors and may be kept longer if stored in a tightly closed jar 
in refrigerator. Meat slices are dipped in sauce, then placed in hot skillet and 
fried two minutes on each side. They are arranged on hot platter, keeping 
warm until all slices have been fried. Fluffy boiled rice and cucumber-radish 
salad are the accompaniments. These amounts serve four to six persons.

Prince Rainier II] of Monaco 
(population 22,000). 

She was a millionaire’s daughter and a world- 
famous Academy Award-winning beauty. He was 
the little-known, mustached ruler of a _ tiny 
French-speaking principality notable largely for 
its gambling casino. 

In the five years since their front-page marriage 
on April 19, 1956, Grace and Rainier have had 
two children. They've appeared together con- 
stantly, smiling. But nobody really knows: 

e Is Grace Kelly, an American girl, happy as a 
European princess? 

What is her life in the palace like? 
Will she ever return to films? 

Are her children spoiled? 

Is Rainier a good husband? 

Here, for the first time, are the answers to these 
questions from the one person who does know: 
Her Serene Highness, Princess Grace of Monaco. 

“I want you to put it all on the record,” she told 
me during the two-and-one-half hours we talked 
alone in her private parlor. “And put this first: 

“I married for love, and I'm still in love.” 

The relaxed woman of 31 who said this, leaning 
forward so she could be heard over the noise of her 
children playing outside the window, is the same 
astonishingly beautiful Grace Kelly who once 
brightened the world’s movie screens. 

She is 10 pounds heavier now and a darker 
blonde. In her acting davs, she used to be called 
stand-offish when she was merely nearsighted, but 
now, as she puts it: “I wear my glasses.” 

She looks radiantly happy. 

“l am happv,” she said. “Oh, I won't say it was 
always easy for me, especially that first year.. You 
remember what it was like at the wedding?”

The furore made 
Rainier call out the French riot police. And the 
thin, tired bride and her nervous groom finally took 
their vows at an altar garlanded with TV cameras. 

“When we boarded the yacht for our honey- 
moon,” Grace recalled, “I fell into a chair and just 
sat there shaking for days. I went into a real case 
of nerves. 

“And when we came back, I learned there were 
a lot of things we hadn't considered when we fell 
in love and got married.

Working 
for a big studio, I was terribly pampered, I could 
always put things off. But you can't put things off 
when official schedules and protocol are involved.” 


Swsree HER 16-hour work day, Grace gets up 
at 8 a.m., has breakfast with her husband and 
children, and begins work at 9:30. In her compli-

_ eons, does charity work. At 7, she rushes home to 


the palace to say goodnight to her children. Then, 
after changing clothes for perhaps the fourth 
time, she appears officially with her husband at 
dinners, charity balls, opera openings. 

“About the only ehance my husband and I have 
to talk alone is when we stay up for a midnight 
snack,” she said. There are always people present.

The ladies in waiting don't really “wait” on her, 
Grace explained. 

“They're my stand-ins for the functions I can't 
attend and they see people I don't know. 

When I asked about her children, Grace said: 
“Come meet them,” and opened the window in 
her little green-and-white parlor. Directly outside 
in the private garden, His Highness, the Heredi- 
tary Prince of Monaco, Albert Alexandre Louis 
Pierre, Marquis des Baux, was very busy riding 
a toy stallion on a miniature carousel.

His favorite 
game is to point his finger and announce solemnly, 
“Bang, bang, bang.” 

His sister Caroline, 4 last month, is a long 
legged, blue-eyed brunette, at the stage where she 
won't stand still and won't stop talking.

An 
athletic man who likes skin-diving and vachting, 
he is credited with doing more to modernize Mon- 
aco in his 12-vear reign than some of his ancestors 
managed in 120 years. Rainier himself compli- 
ments Grace for his principality’s business boom 
saving: “Our marriage has favored interest: in 
Monaco.” 

Meantime, Grace would like everyone to know 
that Rainier did not marry her for her money. 

“Those stories are unbelievable,” she said. “My 
husband is an extremely wealthy man. 

“Cheap gossip doesn’t usually bother me any 
more, but I can still get angry at some of the 
stories people dream up.” : 

For example, Grace cited the rumor that Rainier 
had been cut out of her father’s will. She ex 
plained: “My father left evervthing to his wife and 
children.

Clark, 59, a Jesuit priest whose real-life experiences 


are shown in a motion picture to be released next 
month. 

The production, The Hoodlum Priest, was filmed 
in St. Louis, where Father Clark runs a rehabilitation 
center for ex-cons at 903 Cole Street. It’s called 
Dismas House in honor of St. Dismas, who died on a 
cross next to Christ's. 

“We cater to murderers, bank robbers, gunmen, 
real big-time criminals,” Father Clark explains. “No 
small-timers for us. 

“The only ex-convicts I won't handle are the devi- 
ates—the sex fiends, the narcotics addicts, the alco- 
holics. The reason I won't try with those guys is that 
they re sick—physically sick—and I don't have the 
facilities or knowledge to help them.” 

At Dismas House, where he shelters, clothes and 
feeds former prisoners, Father Clark runs the only 
employment agency in the world that finds jobs exclu- 
sively for ex-convicts. 

“In the past year or so,” he’says, “Don Oliver and 
myself—he runs the agency—have found jobs for 
approximately a thousand former jailbirds. 

“Not a single one has failed us. Not a single com- 
plaint from any employer. Only praise. Sincere praise. 
You know why? Because these men are determined to 
go straight. They've had enough of jail, prison, cops 
and fear. They want an opportunity to help them- 
selves, to mix with honest people, to escape from the 
darkness of their lives. 


Murderers on Good Behavior 


“This past year, out of 1,050 ex-cons who've stayed 
at Dismas House, only three have repeated crimes, 
and these three did not obtain jobs through our em- 
ployment agency. All the others have gone straight. 

“You know which ones have the best behavior rec- 
ords? The murderers. 

“I know that sounds surprising, but most murderers 
are not veteran criminals. They re men who've com- 
mitted crimes of passion. For a minute or five they 
lost control of themselves. 

“There are other murderers, of course, professional 
gunmen, the executioners for the crime syndicates. 
But I don't fool around with those fellows, because 
they don’t come here looking for rehabilitation. The 

a? syndicate looks after them. 
Hoodlum priest Fat | e ; — . io “What I look after are men freshly out of prison 
ze who want to re-adjust to the outside world. Most of the 
time society won't let them. 

“This country spends $42 billion a year on national 
defense, $22 billion on law enforcement, $18 billion 
on education. But how much do we spend on prisoner 
rehabilitation? Practically nothing. 

“Prisons don’t rehabilitate anyone. Ask any penolo- 
gist. Send a thief to jail for 10 years, and what've you 
got when he gets out? A bigger thief, vindictive, slyer, 
foxier. Where can he go? Who wants him? He’s forced 
to trafic with the underworld, who'll accept him. 

“The state gives him $25 and a suit. You know

He sees our penal system as archaic and cruel 


what he does with that? He buys a gun, a 
bottle and a dame. 

“Here at Dismas House,” Father Clark 
continues, “we talk to the ex-convict. We 
house him. We feed him. We clothe him. 
We let him chat with our psychologist, Dr. 
David Pittman from Washington University. 
We let him tell Don Oliver what sort of job 
he'd like. If he needs tools for his work, we 
equip him. If he has to join a union, we get 
the union to accept him. 3 

“There should be a rehabilitation center 
like ours in every large city in the nation. 
But there isn't. I guess society doesn't think 
it’s important enough. 

“You ask where I get the money to run 
Dismas House? I put the arm on people. I 
shake ‘em down—merchants, lawyers, pri- 
vate individuals.” 

The priest who speaks so intensely, so 
passionately, was born Charles William 
Clark on December 23, 1901, in Decatur, 
Ill. He was the youngest of the 13 children of 
coal miner Thomas Clark and his wife, 
Evelyn Henley, both Irish immigrants. 

Young Charles grew up a wild, unruly) 
voungster. “I was straightened out in my last 
high school year by a Jesuit priest who told 
me the greatest joy in life came from helping 
others,” he says. 

Clerk attended Quincy College, Illinois, 
later received his bachelor’s and master’s de 
grees from St. Louis University. In 1932 he 
was ordained. 

Four vears later he began to work with 
convicts—“And were my eyes opened!” 


Two Kinds of Larceny 


“I soon discovered,” he says, “that much 
of the world is divided into petty and grand 
larcenists. The grand larcenists get away 
with murder, because they frequently have 
pull, power, position and money. 

“The little guy who holds up a store, how- 
ever, because his family is hungry or his par- 
ents are poor, or because of some adolescent 
dare, gets sent to jail. His life is ruined. 

“So many of our prisons are manned by 
stupid and sadistic guards. So many ignorant 
men run our correctional systems. So many 


of our judges have no background in crimi- 
nology. Worse yet, living conditions in pris- 
ons are awful. Our parole systems are fre- 
quently archaic. And society is reluctant to 
accept a convict back into its fold.” 

When Father Clark first began helping ex 
convicts, he did so in his spare time, away 
from his regular duties. 

He called from a telephone booth to find 
homes and jobs for his ex-cons. They labeled 
him “The Hoodlum Priest.” 

While helping these men to find proper 
legal counsel, Father Clark met Morris 
Shenker, one of St. Louis’ best known crimi 
nal lawyers. He approached Shenker with his 
major problem: the need for a “halfway 
house” where ex-prisoners could make a tran- 
sition to civilian life. 


A Cross and a Star 


Through the efforts of these two men, a 
Jesuit priest and a Jew, the non-sectarian in 
stitution Dismas House was founded. It’s a 
former school building, now housing 60 men, 
where the Cross is seen on one stained glass 
window and the Star of David on another. 

Dismas House was opened in November 
1959, and, according to Father Clark, “we've 
been running full-up ever since.” 

Two summers ago when actor Don Murray 
was appearing in St. Louis to publicize a 
film, Shake Hands with the Devil, he met 
Father Clark and invited the priest to his 
hotel. There the dynamic Jesuit priest en- 
tranced him with stories about his work. 

Having formed an independent produc- 
tion company with Walter Wood, a former 
top advertising agency executive, Murray 
offered the priest $10,000 for the film rights 
to his life story. 

Father Clark said that Dismas House 
would be glad to accept the $10,000 “and 
even more.” 

The film was shot in many of the actual 
backgrounds that constitute Father Clark’s 
“parish.” It will be released through United 
Artists in April. And Father Clark wants 
everyone to see the film. 

“My reason,” he admits, “is purely selfish. 
Dismas House has a piece of the profits.” @

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HOW TO PICK A DOCTOR 


by ROBERT P. GOLDMAN 


ORE THAN 30 MILLION Americans move to dif- 
ferent neighborhoods, cities and states each 
year. One of the most pressing questions they face is: 
How can I find a good doctor in my new area? 
Parapve asked this question of a half-dozen out- 
standing physicians around the U.S. Here are their 
views, along with two important tips: 1) Don't wait 
until you're sick to seek out a new doctor; 2) look for 
a family doctor first, not a specialist. Your family doc- 
tor can send you to a specialist if you need one. Here 
is a series of steps you can take to find a doctor who 
meets your particular needs: 


Referral. Check your doctor in the town where you 
live before you move to your new locale. Your present 
doctor often can refer you to someone he thinks suit- 
able for your family. 

Through medical directories, he can pinpoint quali- 
hcations of other doctors, or he may know them per- 
sonally or through their work reported at medical 
meetings. Your present doctor won't be able to hit the 
target every time, but he'll make a good try. 


Friends in the new town. Very often these friends 
will recommend a doctor, perhaps their own, for 
whom they have respect and affection. After all, a 
doctor has no better “advertisement” than pleased pa- 
tients. So consult friends and fellow workers in your 


new neighborhood. 


People “in the know.” One of the best things you 
can do is to call a top-notch hospital and ask to speak 
to the senior medical resident. He is a young physician 
in training, but he has observed countless physicians 
at work and no doubt has formed opinions of them. 

Ask the resident to recommend a good family doc- 
tor. Tell him you're new in town. 

Most communities have public health nurses at- 
tached either to the city or state health departments. 
It’s a good idea to talk to one of these nurses and seek 
her advice. If you have a factory job, ask the physician 
there for his suggestions. 


Medical societies. County medical societies are 
geared to recommend doctors. Call and get some 
names. Often, they will list all the available physi- 
cians in your neighborhood. 


Make an appointment. Go to see the doctor who 
has been recommended to you and size him up. 
Just tell him you're a new resident and are looking for 
a family doctor. 

Interview him to find out what kind of a person he 
is. After all, if your doctor is going to be important in 
your life, he’s worth sizing up. 


Assess his personality. Is he warm, friendly and 
relaxed, and does he seem to have a no-nonsense air 
about him? Or does he seem preoccupied and eager 
to get the interview over? Is he the kind of individual 
in whom you feel you can place complete confidence? 

Some people need doctors who are tough and un- 
yielding. Others want relaxed listeners or reassuring 
advisers. The trick is to find the doctor who under- 
stands your personality and has the attributes you are 
looking for. 


Discuss availability. Ask the doctor about his office

hours. Do they fit in with your schedule? Does he make 
night calls (especially important if you have chil 
dren )? What are his days off? Does he take long vaca- 
tions? If so, what provision does he make for another 
doctor to cover his patients? 


Fees. This is a tough area because most doctors 
have sliding fees based on a host of factors, including 
the patient's ability to pay. 

However, it is a good—and perfectly acceptable 
practice to inquire about his standard fees for such 
procedures as physical examination, X-rays, labora- 
tory tests, house calls and minor surgery, if he per 
forms it. 


Capability. This is the most difficult area to evalu- 
ate: How can you tell if the doctor is really competent? 
Medical societies claim that just about every doctor is 
competent, but of course this generalization is open 
to question. 

You, the layman, have few ways to judge a physi 
cian’s ability. Here are questions to help you decide: 

Is the doctor a member of a faculty of a medical 
school? Is he enrolled now or has he been recently in 
a postgraduate medical education course? Does he 
make “in-patient rounds” at a leading hospital? 

This last point may be most important of all. The 


physicians named to make rounds of in-patients are 
usually very highly regarded in their profession. 


Factors to forget. Just as there are vital considera 
tions in selecting a new physician, there are others 
you ought not to weigh. These include: 

1 Flashiness of the doctor's ofiice. New and expen 
sive furnishings do not a doctor make. 

2 New equipment. Lots of gadgets may look im 
pressive, but remember they will not be your doctor. 

3 The fact that you met the doctor socially and he 
seemed like a nice guy. He may well be, and he may be 
capable, but good dancers and bridge players are not 
necessarily good medical practitioners. 

4 The doctor discussing other patients or his 
“cures” with you. If he does, cross him off the list. He's 
trying to “sell” you—and that’s unprofessional. 

S Age. A doctor should never be accepted or re 
jected solely because of age. Although you'll find many 
excellent doctors in their 30s, many others are in 
their 70s and older. 

Up to one third of all Americans change doctors 
each year, or think about it. This points up the diffi- 
culty of finding a compatible doctor. But it can be 
done—if you use common sense and go about it in a 
practical way. a

Our first base on the moon

ruin 10 years the first pioneers on the moon 
will look across its barren landscape and ask 

themselves: “Can we survive?” To be able to an- 

swer “Yes” is the crux of today’s race for the moon 
and the conquest of that world beyond the world. 

At present the Soviet Union is ahead of the U.S.

Who'll go first? A physician and a scientist 


dietitian, the scientist as radio operator and 
bulldozer driver. 

No old-timer prospecting in the barren 
Nevada desert with pick and shovel, burro 
and canteen ever faced such hazards as will 
these pioneers. They will be venturing into 
a dead world—without air, without water 
—where man cannot live except in an en- 
vironment he creates for himself. 

The crewmen will be volunteers. Tempera- 
ment will be as important as skill, for they 
must expect to live in virtual hibernation. 
Each man must perform his duties meticu- 
lously; the slightest error could bring dis- 
aster. Therefore they will serve under war- 
time military discipline, including the death 
penalty in a severe emergency. 

The present U.S. space program, with its 
emphasis upon rocket travel, all but ignores 
the problems the first lunar Lindberghs will 
encounter upon arrival. Some scientists fear 
there may be a five-year “engineering gap” 
between the first moonship and a moon ter- 
minal. Says Lt. Gen. Emerson Itschner of the 
Army Engineers: “Work on a lunar base 
must precede all but preliminary exploration 
of the moon’s surface. We need a moon base 
not only to explore the moon itself but as a 
stepping stone to the planets.” 

The Army already is designing a lunar 
base that will house 12 men comfortably. 
The tubular hulls of the rockets bearing the 
first moon expedition will be utilized to form 
living and working quarters. Seven such 
“modules” will be installed underground in 
an L-shape. The digging, lowering and filling 
will be done by mechanical moles, since only 
three feet below the moon’s harsh surface the 
temperature is estimated to be an even, “com- 
fortable” 40 degrees below zero. 


ice Cap Paradise 


The Army Engineers have already sunk a 
somewhat similar base under the Greenland 
ice cap. This unique establishment, Camp 
Century, is the nearest thing on earth to a 
moon base. Yet compared to moon condi- 
tions, Camp Century is a pleasant paradise. 

What are the conditions for which a moon 
base must be tailored? The first men on the 
moon will be alternately fried and frozen. 
Lunar days and nights are each 14 days long 
by our reckoning. The temperature soars to 
212 degrees F. during the day, plunges to 
270 degrees below zero at night. The mere 
shadow of a man’s body would cause a 200- 
degree temperature difference. His sunny 
side would be sizzling and his shaded side 
freezing. 

During the lunar day the glare of the sun 
is so intense that it could cause instant, per- 
manent blindness. Even eye-shaded vision 
will be limited by the short horizon. A six- 
foot man on the moon would have a horizon 
of only two miles. Thus the explorers -easily 
could lose sight of each other. Without at- 
mosphere to carry sound waves, they could 
not talk to each other except by radio. 


Pockets of billion-year-old ice may be 
found deep in the moon craters, or water 
pools seeped from volcanic rock. But this is 
too dubious to be relied on. Just as with air, 
pioneers will have to bring their own water 
and use it again and again through an elabo- 
rate purifying process. For food they will eat 
dehydrated fare and pastes, which require 
the least packing space and provide nourish- 
ment without cooking. Even the food con- 
tainers may be edible. 

The moon migrants must also adjust to 
lunar gravity (only one-sixth that on earth). 
Men and machines will be able to carry loads 
six times heavier. Power shovels and dump 
trucks will have to be redesigned. Explosives 
for blasting will have to be scaled down. 

But the greatest hazard of all may come 
from meteorites, large and small, which 
bombard the moon with ultra-sonic velocity. 
Out in the open, explorers will be playing a 
horribly dangerous game of “lunar roulette.” 


A Simulated Moon 


Unworldly as these conditions are, most 
can be simulated on earth in the Engineers 
“moon laboratory.” This lab would take three 
years and cost $6 billion to build. It would 
be equipped with special lamps to reproduce 
the glare and heat of a lunar day. With liquid 
nitrogen refrigeration, the boiling heat could 
be turned swiftly into the awful cold of a 
lunar night. The moon's near-vacuum could 
be recreated by air extractors. Reducing the 
pull of gravity is well-nigh impossible, but it 
is considered less important. 

Such a simulator could be to the Space 
Age the same invaluable tool that the wind 
tunnel has been to the Air Age. Declares Gen- 
eral Itschner: “It would be foolhardy to try 
to send anybody to the moon without having 
a laboratory such as this in which to test man 
against moon conditions.” 

There is still uncertainty about the moon's 
grotesque surface. Are those deserts of dust, 
the “maria” that appear as flat lands, baked 
and frozen hard? Or are they bottomless 
quicksands as fine as face powder, in which 
spaceships will sink and vanish? 

Three major moon projects now are being 
rushed to answer these questions. (By June 
1962, $100 million will have been spent on 
them.) Here is where they stand now: 

© Project Ranger, the most elementary, 
will land the first instruments on the moon. 
Five flights are schetluled to begin this year. 

© Project Surveyor, scheduled to begin in 
1963, will set down delicate, complex de- 
vices, including a mechanical soil sampler, 
upon the lunar dandscape. 

e Project Prospector, starting in 1965, 
will deliver a self-propelled, unmanned lab- 
oratory to probe the moon’s surface and sub- 
surface. This robot explorer will be capable 
of crawling, under radio guidance, over a 
radius of 50 miles from point of impact. It 
may also be equipped with a rocket to fire 
soil samples back to earth.

joke, and no President has taken it 
more seriously than John F. Kennedy. Yet 
behind the grave face he presents to the 
nation sparkles a sophisticated, mischiev- 
ous Irish wit. 

The public got a sample of tongue-in- 
cheek Kennedy on Inauguration Night. In 
an after-midnight appearance at one of 
Washington's five inaugural balls, he told 
a squashed, exhausted crowd brightly: “I 
think this is an ideal way to spend an 
evening and I hope that we can all meet 
here again tomorrow at | o'clock to do it 
all over again.” 

He acknowledged criticism of the ap- 
pointment of his 35-year-old brother 
Robert as Attorney General in the same 
vein. “I don’t see what's wrong,” he told 
Washington's Alfalfa Club with mock ag- 
grievedness, “with giving Bobby a little 
experience before he goes into law prac- 
tice.” 

Arriving at Harvard for a meeting of 
the school’s Board of Overseers, he told 
students, “I'm here to see Dr. Pusey about 
your grades, and I'll protect -your in- 
terests.” 

These casual, underplayed quips show 
only one side of the Kennedy sense of 
humor. He also likes broad jokes, of the 
pratfall-and-slapstick school. Playing golf

at Palm Beach, for instance, he handled 
the golf cart so jerkily that his partners 
kept slipping off the seats. This struck 
Kennedy as very funny. 

And his prankish streak already is evi- 
dent to Secret Service men. He delights 
in outwitting them. In Palm Beach, he 
playfully led guards on an 80-mph. chase; 
when the frantic Secret Service men 
caught up, Kennedy gave them therhorse 
laugh. Now his car is chauffeured—to the 
relief of the Secret Service and his friends. 
Says Sen. George Smathers of Florida: 
“One reason I voted for Kennedy was to 
get him off the highways.” 


Laughing on the Inside 


Generally, the Kennedy sense of humor 
produces more inner than outward mer- 
riment. Sometimes he swaps jokes with 
his staff, but he is not much of a story- 
teller. He is not given to boisterous laugh- 
ter. His private secretary, Evelyn Lincoln, 
describes his. laughter as a “pleasant 
chuckle.” He also shows amusement by a 
crinkling and twinkling of the eyes. 

What does President Kennedy find 
funny? He favors ironic humor, particu- 
larly with an absurd twist. “He has a 
sense of the ridiculous,” explains Rep. 
Torbert MacDonald, who roomed with 
him at Harvard. “He is more willing than 
most people to kid himself,” adds Sen. 


Hubert Humphrey, an erstwhile rival for 
the Democratic presidential nomination. 

Kennedy delights in pricking the pomp- 
ous. In the Senate he sometimes clipped 
the vainglorious remarks of his colleagues 
from the Congressional Record and 
mailed them to the New Yorker magazine 
for its “Wind on Capitol Hill Dept.” 

He has a politician's taste for political 
humor. An aide recalls hearing Kennedy 
chuckle over the story, perhaps apocry- 
phal, of Senate Republican leader Everett 
Dirksen’s efforts to keep up with the for- 
mer Democratic leader, Vice President 
Lyndon Johnson. Knowing Johnson had 
a telephone in his limousine, Dirksen ar- 
ranged for one, too. The first time he 
spotted the Johnson limousine in traffic, 
Dirksen put through a car-to-car call. 
“I've got a phone in my car, too,” boasted 
Dirksen. Without a pause, Johnson re- 
torted: “Just a minute while I answer my 
other phone.” 

The President enjoys political cartoons, 
collects the best about himself. His fa- 
vorite political cartoonists are the Wash- 
ington Post's pro-Kennedy Herblock and 
the New York Herald Tribune's often- 
critical Dan Dowling. 

Kennedy also loves New Yorker car- 
toons. When his aides spot one they think 
will appeal to him, they lay it on his desk. 
One of his favorites, published soon after 


the birth of John F., Ir. showed him in 
a library filled with books and maps deal- 
ing with world problems. But the book he 
was taking from the shelf was entitled 
Care and Feeding of Infants 

Two other New Yorker drawings are 
prized by the President. One shows Nikita 
Khrushchev in pajamas sitting on the 
edge of his bed. “Did I have a nightmare!” 
he is telling his wife. “I dreamt we got the 
first man on the moon, and then it turned 
out to be Bobby Kennedy.” 

The other, a shaft at America’s dwind 
ling gold reserve, shows a man leading a 
goose into Fort Knox. The goose is clearly 
the nursery rhyme bird that laid the 
golden eggs. (See left.) 

Under Kennedy, the White House has 
lost its court jester, roly-poly George 
Allen, who amused Franklin D. Roose 
velt, Harry S. Truman and Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. Allen publicly declined to 
add Kennedy to his list, alibiing that he 
was too flabby to play touch football. He 
made private but unsuccessful overtures, 
however, for a place at Kennedy's elbow. 


Exit Alien, Enter Powers 


His replacement as unofficial jester ap- 
pears to be the new White House greeter, 
David Powers, whose quips helped re- 
lieve the tension of the Presidential cam- 
paign. When Kennedy made his dramatic 
appearance before the Protestant min- 
isters, he dressed in such a hurry that he 
wore a black suit with brown shoes. “You 
were terrific,” Powers greeted him after- 
ward. “You sewed up the brown-shoe 
vote.” Another time, Kennedy and Powers 
left the campaign plane to take a side 
trip in a small, single-engine plane. The 
wind buffeted them so badly that Powers 
moaned: “If I ever get back alive, I'll 
never leave the mother ship.” Thereafter 
the Kennedy plane was called “the mother 
ship.” 

Powers’ specialty is what he calls “three 
decker humor” —which springs from the 
three-story homes in which Irish workers 
live in Boston. A good Irish story usually 
will get a rise out of Kennedy.

He likes Irish jokes and friendly ribbing 


One that brought a twinkle to the 
President's eyes had to do with the 
Irishman who loved to attend wakes. 
He was always the first to arrive, and 
the last to leave. At the wake of a com- 
plete stranger, he was approached by 
the widow. “You must have been a 
dear, dear friend of my husband Pat,” 
she said. 

“That I was, that I was,” agreed the 
wake enthusiast. 

“I know Pat would want me to ask 
the advice of such a good friend,” con- 
tinued the widow. “Do you think he 
would rather be buried or cremated?” 

“Ah, now, my dear,” came the reply. 
“And why not have him stuffed and 
keep the party going?” 

Kennedy liked this story so much 
that he planned to tell it himself at a 
meeting of the Sons of St. Patrick in 
Baltimore, but he couldn't phrase it 
quite the way Powers did. So he or- 
dered his secretary to phone Powers 
and take the story down in shorthand. 


“Thraiters” and “Miscreents” 


Kennedy's favorite definition of the 
Democratic party is also in Irish dia- 
logue. It is a quotation from Finley 
Peter Dunne’s Mr. Dooley: “Win ye 
see two men with white neckties set-in 
opposite corners while wan muthers 
‘thraiter’ and the other hisses ‘mis- 
creent, you can bet they're two Dim- 
mycratic leaders thrying to reunite the 
party.” 

Kennedy also enjoys ribbing those 
around him. When a British reporter 
described his press secretary, Pierre 
Salinger, as “pudgy,” the President be- 
gan using it as a nickname. Another 
aide, Mike Feldman, was put in charge 
of textile problems more because of his 
judgment than his knowledge of the in- 
dustry. The President promptly started 
referring to him with a grin as “my 
textile expert.” 


Nor does he mind being ribbed in 
return. One Kennedy aide, Ted Soren- 
sen, recalls discussing political strategy 
with his boss. “All right,” said Ken- 
nedy, “this is your baby.” 

“Oh, no,” protested Sorensen. “It's 
only my baby if you lose. If you win, 
you'll be the great planner.” Kennedy 
chuckled gleefully. 

When Congressman MacDonald, a 
star athlete in college, was photo- 
graphed as he was about to drop a fly 
ball during last summer's Congres- 
sional baseball game, Kennedy sent a 
copy of the picture to his ex-roommate 
with the inscription: “The end of an 
era and the beginning of an error.” 


The President and Button-nose 


But no one draws a warmer chuckle 
from the President than his blonde, 
blue-eyed, doll-faced daughter Caro- 
line, 3. Her antics are his constant de- 
light. Once she flounced in and greeted 
him by a title she had overheard:“Good 
morning, Mr. President.” 

Kennedy, beaming, replied with 
mock formality, “Good morning, Mr. 
Ambassador.” This was a promotion 
from Caroline's usual title of “Button- 
nose.” 

On ‘another occasion, a_broadly- 
smiling President asked Caroline how 
her baby brother was doing. “He's com- 
ing along fine,” she announced with 
all the authority of a big sister. 

“How much does he weigh?” asked 
the President solemnly. 5 

“Seventy,” replied Caroline  ab- 
stractly but with all the seriousness of 
one passing on important information. 

For the next four years, the world 
will be exposed to President Kennedy's 
smile and charm. More often his face 
will reflect the character of granite un- 
derneath. Within that firm-set cheek, | 
however, will lodge a glib and witty

RUSSIANS IN 


MOSCOW. 

INTER AND SUMMER, as these 
WW Shoto. show, the Soviet people 
have gone mad for swimming. In warm 
weather, they slip into teeny-weeny 
Bikinis— Moscow's latest rage—and 
head for the Black Sea (see right). 
In cold weather, they cover their 
Bikinis with overcoats and stroll down 
to the new Moskva outdoor swimming 
pool. There, despite zero temperatures, 
they frolic in acres of 80-degree water, 
along with 12,000 others a day. 

The pool — 429 feet in diameter and 
the largest in Europe—opened late in 
1960. Russians will tell you sarcasti- 
cally that it is a tribute to the efficiency 
of a planned society. Years ago, the site 
was occupied by a large church. The 


Reds tore it down to erect a new Palace 
of the Soviets. But after the foundation 
was dug, bureaucrats fell to bickering 
over details. Unable to agree, they fi- 
nally decided to fill the hole with 
water. A favorite joke of the time de- 
fined an anti-Stalinist as “a man who 
doesn't know the Palace of the Soviets 
from a hole in the ground.” 

The pool is so popular that Musco- 
vites use it in six shifts. Every hour a 
bell rings, the pool is cleared, and an- 
other 2,000 swimmers take over. Thev 
swim first in an indoor pool, which 
connects to the outdoor pool at one 
end. All the swimmers, however, don’t 
reach the outdoors. Even in Moscow, 
not everyone is a polar bear. . 


Pool is so large that 
guards use boats, skin-dive to patrol underwater. One area is reserved for athletes.

af NCE A MAN learns to swim, he 
never forgets.”

He and Marie Wilson, who 
teams with him, play Las Vegas, Reno and 
a Chicago night spot occasionally, and 
played the Du Quoin [Ill.) Fair last summer. 


"| want to do more television drama," 
he said. "This ‘Death Valley Days’ role is 
the best I've ever done. | got my teeth into 
this one, it tasted good, and it gave me 
an appetite for more. You'll be seeing me. 

“I'm also preparing a ‘spec’ which will 
be a full hour of old home movies | made 
myself. When | first came to Hollywood 
back in 1927 | had my own movie camera 
to take pictures to send to the folks back 
home. | took thousands of feet of film, 
and have some priceless shots of early 
movie players such as Mary Pickford and 
the first Douglas Fairbanks. I've shown 
some of the shots on the Jack Paar and 
Dinah Shore shows on NBC-TV, and it now 
appears that we'll make a whole show out 
of them. We had a meeting on the project 
just the other day.
